GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  OIISEED  PRICES  LOl'jER 

Grain  markets  continued  to  weaken  and  the  price  of  most  grains  declined  during  tiie 
week  ended  January  8,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  ; Factors  cmtributing 
to  the  weakness  were  the  lack  of  export  demand,  mills  limiting  purchases  t  >  immedi— 

te  needs,  and  relatively  heavy  marketings*  However,  wheat  prices  regained  earlier 

•  '  » 

losses  at  some  markets  and  closed  about  1*  per  bushel  above  a  week'  ago.  Durum  wheat 

prices  advanced  2*  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  while  Spring  wheat  declined'  1-2*.  Corn 

•  • 

displayed  relative  steadiness  as  compared  with  other  grains  and  prices  were  unchanged 
to  10  per  bushel  lower.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  but  oats  declined  1-20 
per  bushel  except  at  Kansas  City  where  offerings  were  somewhat  short  of  trade  needs, 
0/bean  prices  declined  7-100  per  bushel  and  flaxseed  dropped  50  at  Minneapolis, 

Grain  sorghum  prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City  but  dropped  70  per  100  pounds 
at  Fort  Worth ,

PRICE  SUPPORT*  Farmers  placed  3i;2,8  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  wheat  under  price 
support  through  December  15,  1952,  Through  the  full  month  of  December  last  year, 
192,5  million  bushels  of  1951  wheat  were  placed  under  loan.  The  largest  quantity 
on  record  for  an  entire  crop  year  was  i*08  million  bushels  in  19i|2-lf3,  Price  support

RECEIPTS:  A  little  over  5  million  bushels  of  wheat  were  received  at  primary  marke+ 
during  the  week  ended  January  8,  This  is  a  million  bushels  more  than  the  week 
before  but  670,000  bushels  less  than  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Com  receipts 
at  million  bushels  were  above  the  .previous  week  but  were  less  than  half  those 
of  a  year  ago,  .  j 

IWA  SALES:  Snles  under  the  International  Wheat  .Agreement,  totaled  2.9  million 
bushels  for  the  two-week  period  ended  January  6.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  lUU.Q  million  bushels  leaving  109*1  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the 
quota.  The  principal  importing  countries  involved  in  the  sales  for  the  past  two 
weeks  were  United  Kingdom,  Netherlands,  and  Ireland.  A  year  ago  sales  under  the 
Agreement  totaled  216*0  million  for  the  season  through  January  8, 

U,  S,  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  totaled  i;.8  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  January  2  compared  with  8,0  million  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago. 
Inspections  since  July  1  totaled  129*7  million  bushels  as  against  187*8  million  the 
same  months  a  year  ago.  Of  these  inspections,  15*8  million  were  at  Atlantic  ports, 
76.2  million  at  Gulf  ports,  and  37*7  million  at  Pacific  ports.  Inspections  by 
classes  of  wheat,  July-December,  were  as  follows  in  million  bushels:  Hard  Red 
Spring  2.5$  Durum  l,5j  Hard  Red  winter  87*f>$  Soft  Red  Winter  10. 7$  and  White  27«f>* 
Corn  exports  continue  heavy  with  overseas  inspections  amounting  to  U*6  million 
for  the  week  ended  January  2  as  against  2 million  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago. 
Inspections,  October  through  December,  totaled  lR3*l  million  this  year  as  against 
19*3  million  the  same  months  last  year. 

U,  S.  IMPORTS:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  to  the  United  States  for  the  week 
ended  December  30,  1952  totaled  Ql>2,000  bushels,  according  to  reports  from  the  BoauA 
of  Grain  Commissioners  for  Canada.  This  brought  the  total  imports  since  July  1  to^* 
32,7  million  bushels  compared  with  26. h  million  a  year  earlier.  Shipments  of  wheat 
to  the  United  States  for  domestic  use  totaled  766,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended 
December  30  with  the  total  since  July  1  amounting  to  l5*h  million  bushels  compared 
with  18.0  million  for  the  same  months  a  year  ago.

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CASH  GRAIN. MARKETS  WEAK  -  SOYBEAN  PRICES  HIGHER 
Cash  grain  markets  generally  weakened  reflecting  a  light  demand  fpr  the  increased 
offerings  during  the  week  ended  January  15,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported. 
Most  grain  prices  were  generally  unchanged  to  a  little  lower  except  soybeans  and 
oats  which  closed  at  higher  levels*  Wheat  markets  weakened  influenced  by  slow 
export  and  domestic  demand,  but  price  changes  were  small.  Large  farm  reserves  of 
corn  as  reflected  by  the  January  1  stock's  report  and  some  intrease  in  marie  tings 
weakened  the  corn  market  and  prices  declined  10  per  bushel  on  the  average.  Oats 

i 

shewed  independent  strength  with  a  good  demand  for  the  moderate  offerings.  Prices 
averaged  about  20  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged 
0>ut  grain  sorghums  declined  2-5 £  per  cwt.  With  reduced  offerings,  soybean  prices 
recovered  part  of  the  previous  week's  decline  and  closed  5-60  per  bushel  higher 
than  a  week  ago.  The:  flaxseed  market  also  strengthened  and  prices  at  Minneapolis 
averaged  10  per  bushel  higher. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  the  primary  markets  during  the  past  week  totaled  nearly 
6  million  bushels.  This  is  about  1  million  bushels  more  than  for  the  previous  week 
but  about  the  same  as  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  earlier.  Corn  receipts  at  6 
million  bushels  were  1«JU  million  above  a  week  earlier  but  less  than  half  the  com¬ 
parable  week  a  year  ago.  Oats  receipts  at  1.5  million  bushels  were  slightly  above 
a  week  ago. 

FLOUR  PURCHASES:  Purchase  of  15,^85,000  pounds  of  80-percent  extraction.  Pacific 
export  flour,  enriched  (wheat  equivalent  336,025  bushelw)  for  export  to  Formosa  was 
announced  January  lli  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Total  offerings  by  mills 
on  the  purchase  amounted  to  29,920,000  pounds  (wheat  equivalent  6h9,26k  bushels). 
This  purchase  was  made  under  funds  previously  authorized  by  the  Mutual  Security 
Agency. 

FARM  STOCKS:  Wheat  stocks  of  399  million  bushels  on  farms  January  1,  1953  were 
nearly  a  fifth  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  slightly  larger  than  average,  according 
to  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Farm  stocks  of  corn  at  2,173  million 
bushels  on  January  1  were  6  percent  larger  than  average  and  15  percent  above  a  year 
fago.  However,  oats  stocks  at  792  million  bushels  were  slightly  below  average  but 
barley  at  99  million  bushels  and  grain  sorghums  at  2ij.  million  bushels  were  each 
well  below  the  January  1  average  for  stocks  on  farms. 


MA  SALES:  Sales  under  the.  International  Viheat  Agreement  totaled  2.9  million  ( 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  13.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  season  to 
ll*7.0.  million  bushels,  leaving  106.2  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

The  principal  countries  involved  in'  this  weekts  sales  were  India,  United  Kingdom, 
Italy,  and  Saudi  Arabia. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  for  the  week  ended  January  9 
were,  the  second  largest  of  the  season  and  totaled  a  little  over  7.1*  million  bushels. 
They  were,  however,  a  little  below  the  comparable  week  of  a  year  ago  when  7.8 
million,  .bushels  were  inspected.  Inspections  for  the  season  to  date  amounted  to 
137.1  million  bushels  compared  with  205.7  million  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Corn  exports  continue  heavy  with  overseas  inspections  amounting  to  ij. .U  million 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  9  as  against  1,7  million  for  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago.  Inspections  since  October  1  totaled  1*7.5  million  bushels  as 
against  21,1  million  the  same  period  last  year.  Nearly  1.2  million  bushels  of  soy¬ 
beans-  were  inspected  for  export  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  October  1 
to  12.5  million  bushels  compared  with  6.1  million  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  to  the  United  States  totaled 
a  little  over  2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  8.  This  brought  the 
total  since  July  1  to  3h*7  million  bushels.  Shipments  of  wheat  for  domestic  use 
(mostly  feed)  totaled  nearly  300,000  bushels  with  only  small  shipments  of  barley 
and  rye.

RECEIPTS?  Wheat  receipts  at  the  primary  markets  totaled  5«8  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  January -22*  These  were  a  little  less  than  last  week  or  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago*  Corn  receipts  at  5<>6  million  bushels  were  also  below  a  week  ago 
and  about  two-thirds  the  comparable  week  of  1952*  Oats  receipts  at  105  million 
bushels  were  about  the  same  as  a  week  ago* 


IM  SALES?  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
2*8  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  20.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  11*9.8  million  bushels,  leaving  103c3  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the 
quota*  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  the  United  Kingdom, 
Mexico,  and  Cuba. 


Uc  S.  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  totaled  nearly  6  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  January  16  as  against  nearly  8  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year 
ago*  Based  on  official  Census  Bureau  reports  for  July-November,  and  an  estimate  for 
December,  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  a  little  over  150  million  bushels  for 
the  first  6  months  of  this  season  compared  with  over  218  million  the  same  months  o 
last  season.  Inspections  of  corn  for  overseas  export  continued  large  and  totaled 
lul  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  16.  Total  exports  for  ctcber-Decem- 
ber  totaled  over  1*7  million  bushels  compared  with  21.2  million  ^he  same  morons  a 
>year  ago.  Barley  inspections  amounted  to  1*20,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  Janu-

U.  S.  IMPORTS:  Imports  of  oats  continue  heavy  with  1,7  million  bushels  received 
from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  January  15.  Imports  of  oats,  July  through 
November,  plus  estimated  December  imports,  totaled  3U*7  million  bushels  as  against 
30, k  million  for  the  same  months  last  year.  About  12  million  bushels  of  barley 
were  imported  the  first  six  months  of  the  season  compared  with  8.8  million  the  same 
months  of  1951.  Imports  of  wheat  for  domestic  use,  (mostly  feeding  quality  wheat) 
were  around  1  million  bushels  below  last  year  and  totaled  16.2  million  bushels  far 
the  first  half  of  the  season. 

"WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  for  milling,  export,  or  carry-over  on  January  1 
totaled  969 .1*  million  bushels,  or  about  230  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  This 
was  the  result  of  a  larger  supply  for  the  season  and  decreased  exports.  Supplies 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  170  million  bushels  larger  than  the  previous 
season.  However,  wheat  exports  for  the  July-December  period  were  65  million  bushels 
less  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Domestic  consumption  is  estimated 
at  a  little  above  last  season. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  dropped  seasonally  in  December 
and  totaled  llu2  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  12.2  million  bushels  inspected 
in  December  1951*  Inspections  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  current  season 
totaled  111;. k  million  bushels  or  nearly  12,5  million  more  than  for  the  same  period 
a  year  ago.  The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  December  was  somewhat  below 
last  year.  Of  the  total  soybeans  inspected  in  December,  percent  graded  No.  2 
or  better  compared  with  58  percent  in  N0vember  and  59  percent  in  December  1951* 

OATS  AND  B.ARLEY  WORLD  PRODUCTION:  World  production  of  barley  and  oats  in  1952-53  ^ 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  of  history,  according  to  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricul¬ 
tural  Relations.  World  production  of  barley,  was  estimated  at  2,735  million  bushels 
compared  with  2,575  million  a  year  ago  and  2,175  million  the  191*5-^9  average. 

World  production  of  oats,  now  placed  at  l*,l60  million  bushels,  is  slightly  below 
the  1951  total  of  14,210  million,  but  nearly  6  percent  above  the  19ii5-^9  average  of 
3,930  million.  Some  reduction  is  reported  for  both  North  America  and  Europe,  the 
ranking  producers.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  PRICE  CHANGES  GENERALLY  SMALL 
Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  January  29>  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Wheat  markets  weakened  early  in  the  week  and  prices 
declined.  However,  these  losses  were  recovered  and  by  the  end  of  the  week  prices 
were  unchanged  to  about  1$  per  bushel  higher.  Rye  prices  declined  a  little  over 
1#  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  averaged  slightly  lower  despite  the 
smaller  receipts.  Oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  a  little  lower.  Barley  dropped 
2-4#  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited  demand.  Oilseed  markets  were 
unsettled  and  soybean  prices  advanced  about  2#  while  flaxseed  declined  5$  per 
bushel.  Factors  contributing  to  the  weakness  in  the  flaxseed  market  were  the 
^  limited  demand  for  linseed  oil  and  weakness  in  the  meal  market.  Grain  sorghum 
prices  gained  -13$  per  100  pounds  at  Ft.  ’Worth  and  3-4#  at  Kansas  City. 

RECEIPTS:  .Wheat  -receipts  at  the  primary  markets  totaled  5 <>6  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  January  29",  These  were  a  little  less  than  last  week  or  the  com¬ 
parable  -week  a  year  ago.  .  Corn  receipts  at  4*9  million  bushels  were  also  below  a 
week  ago  and  43  percent  below  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts  at  1.9 
million  -bushels  were  a  little  above  a  week  ago, 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  3*7  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  27 c  This  brought  the  total 
for  the  season  to  153*5  million  bushels,  leaving  99.6  million  remaining  for  sale 
under  the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were 
Japan,  United  Kingdom,  and  India. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS;  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  for  the  week  ended  January 
23  were  the  largest  of  the  season  and  totaled  almost  9.0  million  bushels.  These 
were,  however,  below  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago  when  11.4  million  bushels 
were  inspected.  For  the  season  to  date,  inspections  amounted  to  152.1  million 
bushels  compared  with  225. C  million  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Corn  exports 
dropped  slightly  with  overseas  inspections  amounting  to  2.8  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  January  23  as  against  2.7  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year 
ago.  Inspections  since  October  1  totaled  54.3  million  bushels  compared  with 
24*5  million  the  same  period  last  year.  Over  1.1  million  bushels  of  soybeans 
were  inspected  for  export  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to 
^14.2  million  bushels  compared  with  6.9  million  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 


IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  import  were  small,  total 
ing  455,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  22.  This  brought  the  total  since 
July  1  to  36. 8  million  bushels  compared  with  28.5  million  for  the  same  period 
last  season.  Imports  of  wheat  totaled  90,000  bushels  while  barley  imports 
amounted  to  25,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  January  22,  1953. 
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QUARTERLY  GRAIN  MARKET  SJMMARIES 

^HEAT:  Nearly  1,103  million  bushels  of  wheat  were  stored  in  all  positions  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1  this  year o  With  the  exception  of  January  1,  1943,  these  were  the  largest  of 
record  and  250  million  above  January  1  a  year  ago.  Disanpearance  of  wheat  the  first 
half  of  the  season  totaled  460  million  bushels©  This  was  the  second  smallest  in  10 
years  And  82  million  below  the  same  months  of  1951*  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour, 

July— December ,  totaled  151  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with  218  million  last 
season*  "Wheat  prices  in  January  averaged  $2.38  per  bushel  at  the  principal  markets 
or  about  15  cents  below  a  year  ago* 

WORLD  EXPORT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  in  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
Australia  for  exnort  or  carry-over  on  January  1,  1953,  totaled  over  1,500  million 
bushels*  This  is  around  500  million  bushels  more  than  the  supplies  on  January  1, 

1952  or  1951*  Supplies  are  larger  in  each  of  these  countries  than  last  year  due 
fcainly  to  the  larger  production  in  1952.  The  Argentine  crop  is  currently  estimated 
at  260-275  million  bushels  compared  with  onl^r  75  million  last  year*  The  1952-53  Aus¬ 
tralian  crop  is  now  estimated  at  179 million  bushels  as  against  161.4  million  pro¬ 
duced  a  year  ago*  Exports  from  these  four  countries  during  the  calendar  year  1952 
totaled  875  million  bushels,  a  drop  of  100  million  from  the  1951  total  but  200 
million  more  than  in  1950*  Exnorts  from  the  United  States  dropped  by*  65  million  while 
the  exports  from  Canada  increased  by  nearly  100  million  bushels.  Exports  from 
Argentina  last  year  were  almost  nil  while  exports  from  Australia  were  46  million 
bushels  less. 


RYE:  January  1  stocks  of  rye  were  the  second  smallest  of  record  and  totaled  9*2 
million  bushels.  This  compares  with  15 o7  million  in  store  a  year  ago  and  18.4 
Aiillion  bushels  two  years  ago.  The  small  stocks  reflect  the  smallest  crop  since 
YL870*  Disappearance  July-December,  totaled  11.5  million  bushels  or  about  the  same  as 
last  season.  Imports  and  exports  have  both  been  small  this  season  amounting  to  0.8 
million  and  0«4  million  bushels  respectively  for  the  first  ’naif  of  the  season.  A***' 
round  2*6  million  bushels  of  rye  were  milled  into  flour  during  the  first  six  months, 
which  is  about  average©  Only  3/4  million  bushels  of  r^e  were  used  for  distilling 
compared  "v/ith  2©3  million  last  year.  The  quantity  used  for  feed  totaled  3*9  million 
bushels  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  season,  compared  with  3 08  million  the  5-year 
(1946-50)  average o  Rye  prices,  July  through  November,  averaged  18£  per  bushel  above 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Since  then,  prices  have  declined  and  in  January  No. 

2  Rye  at  liinneapolis  averaged  ^1082  per  bushel  compared  with  $1©99  in  January  1952. 

CORN:  Stocks' of  corn  in  all  positions  on  January  1  were  the  third  largest  of  record 
and  totaled  2,576  million  bushels  compared  with  2,357  million  on  January  1  a  year 
ago  and  2,610  million  two  "ears  ago0  Disappearance  of  corn,  grain  only,  totaled  912 
million  bushels  during  the  October— December  quarter©  This  v/as  87  million  below  a 
year  ago  due  to  the  smaller  quantity  fed.  About  829  million  bushels  we  re  fed  the 
first  quarter  compared  with  940  million  the  first  quarter  of  1951—52.  The  smaller 
quantity  fed  was  due  to  the  decreased  number  of  livestock  and  to  the  better  quality/ 
of  the  1952  crop  as  contrasted  v/ith  the  low  quality  of  the  1951  crop©  In  addition 
305  million  bushels  in  grain  equivalent  were  harvested  as  silage,  forage,  hogging, 
and  grazing  this  year  compared  v/ith  282  million  in  1951—52©  Exports  of  corn  the 
first  three  months  of  the  season  totaled  over  47  million  bushels  compared  v/ith  21 
million  the  same  months  last  year.  The  use  of  corn  for  v/et  milling  products  totaled 
about  33  million  bushels  the  first  quarter  while  only  about  3  million  bushels  were 
used  to  produce  alcohol©  Farm  prices  of  corn  dropped  to  $1«45  per  bushel  in  Novem¬ 
ber  comma red  with  $1071  in  September.  Prices  have  advanced  somewhat  since  November 
'partly  due  to  heavy  exports  but  are  still  well  below  a  7/ear  ago. 

OATS:  A  total  of  865  million  bushels  of  oats  were  stored  in  all  positions  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1  this  year.  This  v/as  nearly  50  million  less  than  last  year  and  75  million  below 


January  1  two  years  ago*  Off-farm  stocks  were  relatively  large  while  farm  stocks 
were  below  average*  Although  domestic  supplies  for  1952-53  were  below  the  5-year 
average,  imports,  mainlyfrom  Canada,  have  been  at  a  record  high-level*  Nearly  35  f  \ 
million  bushels  were  imported  in  the  first  six  months  of  this  season  compared  with, 

33  million  the  previous  record  in, 1944*  Disappearance  of  oats  mainly  for  feed  in 
the  first  half  of  the  season  was  the  third  largest  of  record  and  totaled  721  million 
bushels*  This  compares  with  730  million  last  year  and  724  million  the  5  year  (1946—  - 
50)  average*  Disappearance  in  the  first  quarter  at  465  million  was  24.  million  above 
the  comparabe  quarter  a  year  ago  while  disappearance  in  the  second  quarter  was  33 
million  below*  Although  market  prices  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  slightly 
above  a  year  ago,  January  prices  were  14  cents  per  bushel  below  January  1952*

BARIEY:  Stocks  of  barley  on  January  1,  at  164  million  bushels,  were  the  smallest 
in  10  years  of  record  reflecting  heavy  exports  and  the  small  1952  crop*  These  stocks 
were  40  million  bushels  below  last  year  and  80  million  below  two  years  ago*  .  Disapear- 
ance  of  barley  the  first  6  months  of  the  season  totaled  almost  150  million  bushels— - 
about  2  million  below  the  same  months  of  1951  but-  5  million:  above  the  same  months  of 
1950*  Exports  of  barley  have  been  at  a  near  record  level  with  over  25  million,  bush¬

CASH  GRAIN  MARKET’S  WEAKEN  •  PRICES  GENERALLY  LOWER 


Cash  grain  markets  weakened  and  prices  generally  declined  during  the  week  ended 
February  5*  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported*  Despite  decreased  receipts, 
wheat  prices  declined  at  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City,  and  Fort  Worth,,  and  were  only 
fractionally  higher  at  Chicago  and  St*  Louis*'  -However,  the  poor  condition  of  the 
winter  wheat  crop  in  the  Southwest  area  and  a  slight:  improvement  in  the  export  de¬ 
mand  were  factors  which  held. wheat  prices  within  a  narrow  range*  Com  prices  de- 
dined  3-40  per  bushel  and  new  season' lows  were  established  at  Kansas.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKENED  -  PRICES  SHARPLY  LOWER 

Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  February  11  and  prices  were 
sharply  below  a  week  ago,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  •  The  sharp  de¬ 
cline  in  prices  for  most  grain  commodities  occurred  early  in  the  week.  Wheat 
markets  strengthened,  however, 'as  mill  buying  and  export  demand  became  more  active 
and  part  of  the  losses  were  recovered.  Wheat  prices  closed  3-6$  per  bushel  below 
a  week  ago  with  the  largest  drop  at  Chicago.  Rye  prices  declined  over  3$  per 
bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Although  offerings  of  corn  decreased,  demand  was  less 
active  and  prices  declined  3-5$  per  bushel.  The  price  of  oats  dropped  6-8$  per 
bushel  while  grain  sorghums  declined  7-&$  per  100-  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  12$  at 
Fort  Worth.  Barley  markets  weakened  along  with  other  grains,  but  declines’ were 
held  to  narrow  limits  for  the  better  grades  while  prices  of  the  lower  grades  • 
declined  sharply.  Oilseed  markets  weakened  reflecting  the  limited  crusher  demand. 

Flaxseed  prices  declined  8$  per  bushel  and  soybeans  dropped  8-10$.

MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  procurement 
authorizations -in  the  amount  of  $1.5  million  to  France,  February  5,  and  $3.0 
million  to  Austria  on  February  10,  both  for  the  purchase  of  corn.

^  CCC  GRAIN  SALES :  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the 
week  ended  February  6  totaled  over  2.3  million  bushels  compared  with  35,073 
bushels  a  week  earlier.  About  2.2  million  bushels  were  for  overseas  export. 

CCC  sales  of  corn  were  nearly  double  those  of  the  recent  weeks  and  amounted  to 
3.3  million  bushels.  Around  2.0  million  of  these  sales  were  for  export  and  the 
balance  was  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Nearly  1.3  million  bushels  of 
barley  were  sold-  during  the  week,  all  of  which  was  for  overseas  export. 
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RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  3.9  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  February  11  compared  with  5.1  million  a  week  earlier  and  7*2  million 
the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  4*9  million  bushels  were  1,5 
million  below  a  week  ago  and  2.6  million  below  the  comparable  week  of  1952#  Oats 
receipts  totaled  2.3  million  bushels  as  against  2.8  million  the  week  before,. 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  6.9  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  February  10.  This  brought  the  total 
for  the  season  to  169.5  million  bubhels  leaving  83.6  million  remaining  for  sale 
under  the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  India, 
United  Kingdom,  and  Japan..  ' 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  for  the  week 
ended  February  6  totaled  7*2  million  bushels  compared  with  7.1  million  a  week 
earlier  and  10.9  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  For  the  season  to 
date,  inspections  amounted  to  166.4  million  bushels  compared  with  244.9  million 
for  the  same  period  last  year.  Corn  exports,  declined  during  the  week  with  over¬ 
seas  inspections  amounting  to  2.3  million  bushels  as  against  3.9  million  the  week 
before.  Inspections  since  October  1  totaled  60.6  million  bushels  compared  with 
28.6  million  the  same  period  last-  year.  Inspections  of  barley  for  export  during 
the  week  totaled  599,000  bushels,  grain  sorghums  944,000,  and  soybeans  655,000. 


IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  totaled  389,000  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  February  7.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to  40.4  million 
bushels  compared  with  29.3  million  for  the  same  period  last  season. 

PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  placed  376.4  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  wheat  under 
price  support  through  January  15,  1953.  Through  the  full  month  of  January  last  f 
year,  210.4  million  bushels  of  1951-wheat  were  placed  under  loan.  The  largest 
quantity  of  record  for  an  entire  year  was  408  million  bushels  in  1942-43.  A  total 
of  170.6  million  bushels  of  1952-corn  were  placed  under  price  support  through 
January  15  compared  with  only  17  million  through  January  1952.  The  Closing  date 
for  making  applications  for  price  support  on  1952-crop  wheat  expired  on  January  31, 
1953  while  loans  and  purchase,  agreements  on  corn  are  available  through  May  31,  1953* 
The  quantity,  in  million  bushels,  of  other  grains  placed  under  price  support  through 
January  15,  1953,  compared  with  the  quantity  placed  under  price  support  through 
January  31,  1952,  shown  in  parentheses,  was  as  follows:  barley  7.6  (16.7);  oats  17.1 
(12.9);  rye  0.1  ( 0 . 5 ) *  grain  sorghums  3.2  (14.8);  flaxseed  3*5  (1.9);  and  soybeans 
10.4  (10.4). 

SOUTH  A'.iERICj  N  CORN  CROP:  The  South  American,  corn,  crop  is  now  forecast  at  44Q 
million  bushels* in  contrast  with  earlier-season  forecasts  of  525  million,  according 
to  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.  .Less, favorable  growing  conditions 
in  Argentina  account  for  the  reduced  prospects..  Serious  damage  has  been  reported, 
as  a  result  of  dryness ‘in  late  December  and  early  January  over  a  large  part  of 
Argentina's  corn'-zone.  This  has  redticed  earlior  favorable  forecasts  by  a  third 
and  the  present  outlook  is  for  a  crop  of  only  about  120  million  bushels  in  Argen¬ 
tina.  Though  somewhat  'above  the  small  crops  of  the  past  3  seasons,  this  low  figure 
contrasts  with  the  'pre'war  ’a’verage  0^35-39.)  of  3.02  million  bushels.  Production 
in  Brazil,  the  other*  larger  producer  in  South  America,  is  forecast  at  the  record 
figure  of  245  million  bushels.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHENED  -  MOST  PRICES  ADVANCED  SHARPLY 

Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  February  19  and  reversing 
the  trend  of  recent  weeks,  most  prices  advanced  sharply,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Some  of  the  factors  which  contributed  to  the  strengthening 
were  the  light  receipts,  a  more  active  demand,  and  continued  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  in  the  winter  wheat  area.  Wheat  prices  advanced  4-6$  per  bushel-  at 
most  markets.  Rye  prices  declined  slightly  at  Minneapolis  with  both  offerings  and 
demand  limited.  Corn  prices  advanced  5-7$  per  bushel  from  last  week’s  low.  The 
oats  market  also  strengthened  and  prices  closed  2-4$  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago. 

An  additional  strengthening  factor  in  the  oats  market  was  the  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  in  the  newly  seeded  southern  areas.  Barley  prices  at  Minneapolis  were 
about  unchanged  for  the  better  grades  with  offerings  about  equal  to  the  demand, 
but  the  feed  grades  declined  about  2-3$  per  bushel.  Grain  sorghum  prices  advanced 
2-3 £  per  100  pounds.  Oilseed  markets  strengthened  as  crusher  demand  for  both 
soybeans  and  flaxseed  became  more  active  reflecting  improvement  in  oil  and  meal 
prices.  Export  inquiry  for  soybeans  was  also  more  active.  Flaxseed  prices  gained 
11$  per  bushel  and  soybeans  7-8$. 

CCC  TO  BUY  MODERATE  AMOUNTS  OF  NEW  CORN;  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  has  been 
p.uthorized  to  purchase  moderate  quantities  of  new  corn  so  that  the  necessary  market¬ 
ing  of  CCC-owned  off-grade  corn  inv  the  immediate  period  ahead  will  have  only  a 
minimum  possible  effect  on  the  grain  markets.  CCC  will  find  it  necessary  in  the 
next  few  weeks  to  increase  somewhat  its  marketings  of  off -grade  corn  so  that  it  can 
be  consumed  before  the  warm-weather  season  arrives.  The  quantity  of  corn  to  be 
purchased  is  indeterminate,  but  will  depend  largely  on  the  amount  of  off-grade  corn 
which  must  be  disposed  of. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  com  were  about  1,6  million  bushels  during  the  week, 
about  900,000  bushels  of  which  were  -no  longer1  suitable  for  storage,  and  the  balance 
were  for  overseas  export.  Sales  of  corn  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago  totaled 
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1.3  million  bushels.  Sales  of  corn  from  October  1  to  February  13  amounted  to 
21.5  million  bushels,  nearly  6,8  million  below  the  28.3  million  sold  during  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 


U.  3.  EXPORTS:  Corn  exports  October-January  totaled  over  60  million  bushels  this 
season  compared  with  less  than  30  million  the  same  months  of  1951-52. 


U.  3.  IMPORTS:  Imports  of  oats  continue  heavy  with  1.2  million  bushels  received 
from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  February  12.  Imports  of  oats,  July  through 
December,  plus  estimated  January  imports,  totaled  42,6  million  bushels  as  against 
32.5  million  the  same  months  last  season.  About  13,6  million  bushels  of  barley 
were  imported  the  first  seven  months  of  the  season  compared  with  8,5  million  the 
same  months  of  1951-52,  Imports  of  wheat  for  domestic  use  (mostly  feeding  quality) 
were  around  1  million  bushels  below  last  year  and  totaled  18.8  million  bushels  for 
the  first  seven  months  of  the  season. 

i/tfHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  for  milling,  export,  or  carry-over  on  February  1, 
totaled  887.6  million  bushels  or  about  240  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  These 
larger  supplies  result  from  the  near  record  1952  wheat  crop  and  the  smaller  exports, 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS;  Marketings  of  soybeans  dropped  sharply  in  January  on  the 
basis  of  the  quantity  inspected  at  all  markets.  Inspected  receipts  during  January 
totaled  8,9  million  bushels  compared  with  14*2  million  in  December  and  13.0  million 
in  January  1952,  Due  to  the  heavy  receipts  in  October,  inspections  October  through 
January  this  season  at  123.3  million  bushels  were  8.5  million  above  the  same  months 
last  season.  Of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  January,  59  percent  graded  No.  2  or 
better  compared  with  45  percent  in  December  and  66  percent  in  January  1952, 

CORN  QUALITY:  The  quality  of  the  1952  corn  crop  is  generally  excellent  according 
to  reports  from  Federal  grain  inspectors.  Of  the  inspected  receipts  at  principal^ 
corn  markets  during  December  and  January,  71  percent  graded  No,  3  or  better  com¬ 
pared  with  only  16  percent  during  the  same  months  last  season  and  56  percent  the 
same  months  of  1950-51.  A  large  portion  of  the  corn  grading  sample  was  from  old 
crop  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  .

CASH  GRAIN  .MARKETS  STRENGTHEN  -  RECEIPTS  DECREASE 


Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  and  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  week  ended

February  26,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported c  Offerings  of  most  grains  at 
the  principal  markets  were  well  below  a  week  ago  and  sharp].y  under  those  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Additional  moisture  is  badly  needed  in  the  entire 
winter  wheat  area  although  light  to  moderate  rain  or  snow  during  the  past  week 
afforded  some  temporary  relief.  Wheat  prices  advanced  1—2 ^  per  bushel  at  most  mar- 
kets  but  Amber  Durum  remained  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  Rye  prices  gained  nearly 
7<P  per  bushel,  influenced  by  substantial  gains  at  Winnipeg,  Corn  prices  were  un-

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MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATION?  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  a  procurement 
authorization  in  the  amount  of  $2,960,000  to  Yugoslavia  on  February  25,  for  the  ^ 
purchase  of  corn. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the 
week  ended  February  21  totaled  53,450  bushels 0  About  15,500  bushels  of  these 
sales  were  of  wheat  no  longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  for  over¬ 
seas  export.  Sales  of  wheat  from  July  1  through  February  21  amounted  to  nearly 
24»3  million  bushels  compared  with  about  98.8  million  for  the  comparable  period 
a  year  ago.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  were  slightly  below  a  week  earlier 
and  totaled  about  1*5  million  bushels,  around  745,000  bushels  of  which  were  for 
overseas  export  and  the  balance  was  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales 
of  corn  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago  were  around  1*0  million  bushels. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  3*2  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  February  26  compared  with  4*0  million  a  week  earlier  and  7.6  million 
the  comparable  week  a  year  ago0  Corn  receipts  at  3*0  million  bushels  were  1,0 
million  below  a  week  ago  and  4«9  million  below  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats 
receipts  totaled  only  0.7  million  bushels  as  against  1.3  million  the  week  before. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  6.1  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  February  24°  This  brought  the 
total  for  the  season  to  181,5  million  bushels  leaving  71.6  remaining  for  sale 
under  the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were 
Italy,  Japan,  and  United  Kingdom, 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  for  the  week 
ended  February  20  totaled  5d  million  bushels  compared  with  5*7  million  a  week  age* 
and  10.2  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  For  the  season  to  date, 
inspections  amounted  to  177*2  million  bushels  compared  with  263,0  million  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  108  million  bushels  as  against 
1.2  million  the  week  before.  Inspections  of  barley  for  export  during  the  week 
totaled  466,666  bushels,  grain  sorghums  962,000,  and  soybeans  1,465,880  bushels. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  totaled  692,000  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  February  19.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to  42.2  million 
compared  with  30 o 5  million  the  same  period  last  year.

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  March  5*  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Wheat  markets  weakened,  influenced  by  light  to  moderate  rains 
in  the  southwest  and  snow  and  rain  in  the  spring  wheat  area*  With  the  improved  mois¬ 
ture  condition  wheat  prices  generally  declined"  1-3$  per  bushel.  However,  durum*: 
prices  advanced  U-7$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis*  Rye  prices  declined  slightly  with 
trading  light.  Corn  prices  declined  1-2$  per  bushel  with  a  less  active  demand  for 
the  light  receipts.  Oats  prices  were  about  unchanged.  Malting  barley  remained  nom¬ 
inally  unchanged  with  limited  offerings  of  top  quality  barley  available.  Intermed¬ 
iate  grades  strengthened  and  prices  advanced  it— 7 $  per  bushel.  Grain  sorghum  prices 
advanced  2$  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City,  but  were  unchanged  at  Fort  'Worth.  Oil¬ 
seed  markets  strengthened  reflecting  a  more  active  demand  for  the  light  offerings 
of  both  soybeans  and  flaxseed.  Flaxseed  prices  advanced  1$  per  bushel  and  soybeans 
gained  2-U$. 


FARM  PRICES:  The  average  farm  price,  for  each  grain  as  of  February  15  was  from  5-9$ 
per  bushel  below  a  month  ago  and  with  the  exception  of  grain  sorghums  were  well  be¬ 
low  a  year  ago.  Wheat  and  corn  prices  on  February  15  were  15$  and  17$,  respectively, 
^elow  the  national  farm  average  price  support  rate  while  flaxseed  was  23$  per  bushel 
under.  Oats  prices  were  only  slightly  below  the  price  support  rate.  Barley,  rye, 
grain  sorghums  and  soybean  prices  averaged  above  price  support. 

CCC  CORN  SALES :  CCC  sales  of  corn  totaled  only  4llp,85'i|  bushels  co  mpared  with  1.5 
million  the  previous  week  and  1.3  million  for  the  comparable  week  in  19p2.  Sales 
for  the  week  were  of  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 

3.U  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  3.  -  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  190.0  million  bushels  leaving  63.2  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the 
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Agriculture  -  Washington.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  DEMAND  LESS  ACTIVE 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  March  12,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  A  less  active  export  and  domestic  demand  and  general  rains  over 
the  wheat  area  tended  to  weaken  wheat  prices,  but  the  large  amount  of  wheat  under  price 
support  was  a  strengthening  factor.  The  demand  for  other  grains,  however,  remained 
rather  limited  as  handlers  were  hesitant  to  make  important  commitments.  Wheat  prices 
advanced  1-20  per  bushel  at  most  markets.  Durum  prices  gained  6-100  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis  reflecting  the  small  remaining  supplies.  Rye  prices  declined  30  per  bushel 
influenced  by  the  drop  in  rye  prices  at  Winnipeg.  Corn  prices  were  unchanged  to  20  per 
bushel  higher  with  receipts  about  equal  to  the  demand.  Oats  prices  were  about  un¬ 
changed.  Malting  barley  prices  gained  about  10  per  bushel  and  intermediate  grades 
advanced  2-30  as  the  demand  continued  active  for  the  increased  offerings.  Grain  sorghum 
prices  declined  20  per  100  pounds  at  Ft.  Worth  and  70  at  Kansas  City.  Oilseed  markets 
were  unsettled  as  flaxseed  prices  declined  20  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  but  influenced 
by  limited  offerings  soybeans  advanced  3~U0  per  bushel  at  most  markets.  Prices  were 
decontrolled  on  soybeans  and  all  byproduct  feeds  March  12,  1953* 

#RICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  placed  a  record  2*55-8  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  wheat  under 
5? ice  support  through  January  31,  1953  -  the  last  date  for  which  price  support  on  the 
1952-crop  was  available.  This  compares  with  a  total  of  212.1  million  of  195l-crop 
wheat  placed  under  support,  196.3  million  of  1950-crop  and  1*08.1  million  bushels  of 
the  19I4.2  crop,  the  previous  record.  A  total  of  228.6  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  corn 
were  placed  under  price  support  through  February  15  compared  with  19*5  million  through 
February  29,  1952.  The  closing  date  for  making  applications  for  price  support  on 
1952-corn  in  most  areas  is  May  31,  1953*  The  quantity,  in  million  bushels,  of  other 
grains  placed  under  price  support  through  February  15,  1953,  compared  with  quantity 
placed  under  price  support  through  January  31,  1952  in  parenthesis  was:  Barley  9*9 
(16.9);  oats  21. 1*  (13*0);  rye  0.2  (0.5);  grain  sorghums  1**1  (ll*.9)5  flaxseed  5.1*  (1-9)5 
and  soybeans  13.8  (11.1).  For  all  practical  purposes,  the  figures  shown  for  all 
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commodities  except  corn  may  be  regarded  as  final  figures  for  the  year,  since  later 
reports  are  expected  to  show  only  small  changes  in  the  above  totals. 

GCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sale  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  March  6  totaled  835*^73  bushels,  800,000  of  which  were  for  overseas  export. 

CCC  sales  of  corn  amounted  to  879*876  bushels  during  the  week  of  which  I;25*000  were 
for  overseas  export  and  the  balance  was  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  This 
brought  the  total  CCC  sales  for  the  season  to  21;.  8  million  bushels  compared  with  32.0 
million  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  CCC  sales  of  corn  (revised)  for  the  week 
ended  February  27  totaled  982,800  bushels.  Export  sales  totaled  567,9l;6  bushels 
and  Ull;*851;  was  of  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  l;.l  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  March  12  compared  with  3.7  million  a  week  ago  and  1;.9  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  1*. 2  million  bushels  were  0.1;  million 
above  a  week  ago,  but  3«2  million  below  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts 
totaled  1.2  million  bushels  as  against  1.0  million  the  previous  week. 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
7.6  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  10.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  197.6  million  bushels,  leaving  55*5  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the 
quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  Italy,  Japan, 
Netherlands  and  Belgium. 


EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  March  6  totaled  8.0  million  bushels  compared  with  6.1  million  a  week  ago  and 
8.6  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1.1; 
million  as  against  2,1;  million  the  previous  week.  Inspections  of  oats  for  export 
during  the  week  totaled  280,000  bushels,  barley  605*000,  grain  sorghums  393,000  and 
soybeans  77*000  bushels. 


IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  totaled  1;26,000  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  March  5.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to  l;l;.l  million  compared 
with  31.7  million  the  same  period  last  year.  Shipments  of  wheat  (mostly  feeding 
quality)  totaled  3U1;*000  bushels  and  barley  36 1;, 000  bushels, 

CORN  QUALITY:  The  quality  of  the  1952  corn  crop  is  generally  excellent  according  to 
reports  from  Federal  grain  inspectors.  Of  the  inspected  receipts  at  principal  markets 
during  January  and  February,  68  percent  graded  No.  3  or  better  compared  with  only 
16  percent  during  the  same  months  last  season  and  56  percent  the  same  months  of  1950-51 
A  large  portion  of  the  corn  grading  sanple  was  from  old  crop  corn  no  longer  suitable 
for  storage.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHENED  -  PRICES  GENERALLY  HIGHER 


Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  and  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  week  ended 
March  19,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported,,  Mild  weather  and  widespread  moderate 
to  heavy  precipitation,  except  in  the  far  southwestern  interior  and  the  western  portion 
of  the  great  plains,  has  generally  improved  small  grain  conditions.  Winter  wheat  pros¬ 
pects  have  improved  over  most  of  the  country,  but  development  is  behind  normal  in  many 
sections.  Strengthening  factors  in  the  wheat  markets  were  the  large  amount  under  price 
support,  the  active  demand  from  both  mills  and  elevators,  and  the  continued  light  offer 
ings.  Most  wheat  prices  advanced  2=30  per  bushel.  Rye  prices  gained  about  10  per  bush 
el  at  Minneapolis,  Corn  prices  advanced  2=30  per  bushel  influenced  by  the  lighter 
offerings  and  continued  active  export  demand.  Oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  slightly 
higher.  Malting  barley  prices  were  about  unchanged,  but  intermediate  grades  declined 
3-50  per  bushel  influenced  by  increased  receipts  and  a  less  active  demand.  Grain 
sorghum  prices  declined  10  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  150  at  Ft,  Worth,  Oilseed 
markets  strengthened  slightly  influenced  by  light  offerings.  Flaxseed  prices  advanced 
fractionally  and  soybeans  gained  1=20  per  bushel, 

MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATION:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  a  procurement  authori 
zation  in  the  amount  of  $1,860,000  to  Formosa  on  March  13,  for  the  purchase  of  wheat, 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  March  13  totaled  335,581  bushels,  corn  830,628,  barley  233,333  bushels.  All 
sales  were  for  overseas  export  except  623,000  bushels  of  corn  which  was  no  longer 
suitable  for  storage, 

t  ■'  • 

PROSPECTIVE  PLANTINGS:  Acreages  of  most  spring-planted  crops  in  1953  will  vary  only 
slightly  from  those  of  1952,  if  farmers5  current  plans  materialize  as  reported  by  the 
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Crop  Reporting  Board,  Most  of  the  changes  are  small  increases  -  sharp  only  in  the  case 
of  flax,  up  20  percent,  and  grain  sorghums  18  percent.  The  chief  cause  of  uncertainty 
in  fulfillment  of  plans  lies  in  the  extent  of  winter  wheat  acreage  losses. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  1;,2  million  bushels  compared  with 
lul  million  a  week  ago  and  5«9  million  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts 
at  about  luO  million  bushels  were  slightly  below  last  week  and  1,0  million  below  the 
comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts  totaled  1,3  million  bushels  as  against  1.2 
million  the  previous  week, 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
3,0  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  17.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  season 
to  200,6  million  bushels  leaving  52.5  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

U.  S.  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  totaled  7,0  million  bushels 
for  the  week  ended  March  13  as  against  10,2  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago. 
Based  on  official  Census  Bureau  reports  for  July- January,  and  an  estimate  for  February, 
exports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  216,1;  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with 
310.2  million  exported  the  same  months  last  season.  Inspections  of  corn  for  overseas 
export  amounted  to  2.2  million  bushels,  compared  with  2.6  million  for  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago.  Com  exports,  October-February,  were  more  than  double  those  for  the 
same  period  a  year  ago  and  totaled  nearly  69. 0  million  bushels. 

U.  S.  IMPORTS:  Imports  of  oats  continued  heavy  with  1.1  million  bushels  received  from 
Canada  during  the  week  ended  March  12.  Imports  of  oats,  July  through  January,  plus 
estimated  imports  for  February  totaled  1;6.8  million  bushels.  This  compared  with  36. 0 
million  for  the  same  period  last  season.  Barley  imports  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  season  amounted  to  l6.3  million  bushels  as  against  only  9.0  million  for  the  same 
months  in  1951-52.  Imports  of  wheat  for  domestic  use  (mostly  feeding  quality)  July- 
February,  were  around  2,5  million  bushels  below  last  year  and  totaled  19.3  million. 

U.  S.  WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  U.  S.  wheat  for  milling,  export,  or  carry-over  on 
March  1  totaled  829  million  bushels  or  266  million  more  than  a  year  earlier,  (For 
details  see  table  page  7») 

WORLD  WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  World  wheat  production  in  1952  is  now  estimated  at  7$ 320  million 
bushels  by  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.  This  is  85  million  above  the 
previous  estimate,  81;0  million  larger  than  the  1951  production  and  1,295  million 
bushels  above  the  pre-war  (1935-39)  average.  Wheat  production  in  Europe  and  Asia, 
estimated  at  1,650  and  1,630  million  bushels  respectively,  is  above  the  good  outturn 
of  1951  and  well  above  the  pre-war  average.  Production  in  Argentina  now  estimated  at 
285  million  bushels  is  the  largest  since  19i*0-l|l  while  the  Australian  crop  of  188 
million  bushels  is  28  million  above  last  year.  (For  details  on  supplies  and  production 

for  the  four  major  exporting  countries  see  table  on  page  9.)

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Marketings  of  soybeans  in  February  continued  well  below  last  year 
on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  inspected  at  all  markets.  Inspected  receipts  during  Febru¬ 
ary  totaled  a  little  over  9  million  bushels  compared  with  8,9  million  in  January  and 
l5o2  million  in  February  1952.  Of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  February,  69  percent 
graded  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  71  percent  in  February  a  year  ago.

PROSPECTIVE  PLANTINGS  FOR  1953 


The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  makes  the 
following  report  for  the  United  States,  on  the  indicated  acreages  of  certain  crops 
in  1953  based  upon  reports  from  farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  on  or  about 
March  1  regarding  their  acreage  plans  for  the  1953  season. 

The  acreages  for  1953  are  interpretations  of  reports  from  growers  and  are  based 
on  past  relationships  between  such  reports  and  acreages  actually  planted. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  assist  growers  generally  in  making  such  further 
changes  in  their  acreage  plans  as  may  appear  desirable.  The  acreages  actually  planted 
in  1953  nay  turn  out  to  be  larger  or  smaller  than  indicated,  by  reason  of  weather 
conditions,  price  changes,  labor  supply,  financial  conditions,  the  agricultural  pro¬ 
gram,  and  the  effect  of  this  report  itself  upon  farmers'  actions.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKENED  -  DEMAND  INACTIVE 

Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  March  26,  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  reported.  Winter  wheat  crop  conditions  were  less  favorable  as  strong  drying  winds 
and  little  or  no  precipitation  caused  some  damage  to  small  grains  in  the  central  and 
southern  portions  of  the  western  Great  Plains.  From  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Great 
Plains  to  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coasts  small  grains  were  mostly  in  good  condition  with 
early  varieties  beginning  to  head  in  the  middle  Gulf  coastal  plains.  Weakening  factors 
in  the  wheat  market  were  increased  receipts  and  a  less  active  demand,  both  export  and 
domestic.  The  limited  buying  interest  by  mills  resulted  in  larger  price  declines  for 
high  protein  than  for  ordinary  protein  wheat.  Prices  of  wheat  with  ordinary  protein 
declined  2-30  per  bushel  but  high  protein  wheat  dropped  l;-50  per  bushel.  Rye  prices 
dropped  70  per  bushel  following  a  similar  decline  at  Winnipeg.  Corn  prices  declined 
2-30  per  bushel  influenced  by  somewhat  larger  offerings  and  an  inactive  demand. 

Oats  prices  dropped  2-40  per  bushel  while  barley  prices  were  unchanged,  reflecting 
lighter  offerings.  Grain  sorghujn  prices  declined  4-50  per  100  pounds.  Oilseed 
markets  were  unsettled  with  soybean  prices  dropping  nearly  20  per  bushel  at  Chicago 
but  gaining  10  at  Minneapolis  and  Illinois  Country  Points,  Flaxseed  prices  declined 
20  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis. 

fJTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATION:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  a  procurement 
authorization  in  the  amount  of  $6,300,000  to  Yugoslavia  on  March  24,  for  the  purchase 
of  bread  grains. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  reported  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during 
the  week  ended  March  20  totaled  7,981;, 838  bushels.  These  sales  included  50,000 
bushels  of  wheat  no  longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  wheat  for  over¬ 
seas  export.  Of  the  total  sales  reported  this  week  7,064,513  bushels  represent  trans¬ 
actions  which  have  been  in  process  for  some  time  but  were  not  previously  reported. 
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CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1,946*025  bushels  of  which  1,100,000  ' 

were  no  longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  for  overseas  export.  Sales 
of  other  grains  included  oats  £,£91  bushels,  grain  sorghums  201,600  cwt.  and  soy¬ 
beans  29*853  bushels, 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  4*8  million  bushels  for  the  week 
ended  March  26  compared  with  4,2  million  a  week  ago  and  £,3  million  for  the  compar¬ 
able  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  £,6  million  were  1.6  million  above  a  week  ago 
and  1,8  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952,  Oats  receipts  totaled  1,5  million 
bushels  as  against  1,3  million  the  previous  week, 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
3,9  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  24.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  201;. 6  million  bushels,  leaving  48.6  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the 
quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  weekls  sales  were  Belgium,  Cuba 
and  Spain, 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  March  20  totaled  7,4  million  bushels  compared  with  7»0  million  a  week  ago 
and  11,4  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1.6 
million  as  against  2.2  million  the  previous  week.  Inspections  of  other  grains  for 
export  during  the  past  week  were  as  follows:  Barley  643*000*  grain  sorghums  376,000 
and  soybeans  374*000  bushels. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  U.  S.  consumption  totaled 
719*000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  19.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1 
to  45 « 9  million  compared  with  33*0  million  the  same  period  last  year.  Shipments  G. 
of  wheat  (mostly  of  feeding  quality)  totaled  87*000  bushels,  barley  28,000  and  rye 
58,000  bushels.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  PRICES  DECLINE  SHARPLY 

Cash  grain  markets  continued  to  weaken  during  the  week  ended  April  2,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported*  Factors  contributing  to  the  weakness  were  the  opti¬ 
mism  overdevelopments  in  the  Korean  situation  and  some  improvement  in  prospects  for 
the  new  winter  wheat  crop*  Wheat  prices  declined  4“5$  pen  bushel  in  the  midwest 
markets  and  Durum  wheat  dropped  around  10$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  0  Rye  prices 
declined  8$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis*  Corn  prices  were  2-3$  per  bushel  below  a  week 
ago  with  offerings  sufficient  for  the  moderate  demand.  Prices  of  barley  of  the  better 
malting  qualities  remained  unchanged 0  However,  prices  for  the  intermediate  and  lower 
grades  declined  as  much  as  10$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  more  than 
ample  for  the  demand*  Oats  prices  dropped  3$  per  bushel.  Grain  sorghum  prices  de¬ 
clined  10-12$  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  7$  at  Fort  Worth.  Oilseed  markets 
were  unsettled  and  flaxseed  prices  fluctuated  over  a  wide  range.  At  the  end  of  the 
week  flaxseed  prices  were  5$  per  bushel  lower.  Soybean  prices  declined  about  2$  per 
bushel  at  Chicago  and  5$  at  Minneapolis* 

MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATION:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  a  procurement 
authorization  in  the  amount  of  $375,000  to  Greece  on  April  2,  tor  the  purchase  of 
"Y>rn. 

CCC  GRAIN  FOR  SALE:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  announced  the  following 
quantities  of  grain  are  available  for  sale  to  domestic  buyers  or  commercial  exporters 
during  Ap-il  1953:  Wheat  -  25  million  bushels;  oats  -  4o4  million;  corn  -  50  million; 
barley  100,000,  and  flaxseed  ~  146,000  bushels. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  March  27  totaled  833,703  bushels  of  which  700,000  were  for  overseas  export, 

CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1,196,090  bushels.  These  sales  inclu¬ 
ded  1,050,000  bushels  of  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  for 
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overseas  export,  CCC  s- les  of  corn  (revised)  for  the  season  totaled  29.3  million 
bushels  and  represents  an  upward  revision  of  about  1  million  bushels.  Sales  of 
other  grains  during  the  week  included  barley  373  bushels *  oats  1,549  bushels  and 
grain  sorghums  201,600  cwt. 


SOYBEAN  AND  FLAXSEED  SUPPLIES:  Crushings  of  soybeans  in  February  dropped  below  the 
two  previous  years  and  totaled  IS. 7  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  21,5  mdllion 
in  January  and  22,5  million  in  February  1952.  Crushings  for  the  5  months,  October- 
February,  totaled  106.1  million  this  season  compared  with  114.4  million  last  season. 
Exports  of  soybeans  during  these  months  amounted  to  19.7  million  bushels  or  about  9 
million  more  than  during  the  same  months  last  season*  Supplies  of  soybeans  on 
March  1  for  processing,  export  or  carry-over,  amounted  to  147.4  million  bushels 
compared  with  139.4  million  a  year  ago,  Crushings  of  flaxseed,  July  through  February 
totaled  a  little  over  19  million  bushels,  or  about  3  million  less  than  the  same 
months  last  season.  Only  a  small  quantity  of  flaxseed  has  been  exported  this  season. 
Supplies  of  flaxseed  for  processing,  export  or  carry-over,  on  March  1  totaled  20,5 
million  bushels  this  year  as  against  19. 5  million  a  year  ago. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  4.7  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  April  2  compared  with  4.8  million  a  week  ago,  and  5.2  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts , at  5.2  million  bushels  were  0.4  million 
less  than  a  week  ago,  but  0.4  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats 
receipts  totaled  1*3  million  bushels  as  against  1.5  million  the  previous  weeka 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  2*0  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  March  31.  This  brought  the  total  for 
the  season  to  206.6  million  bushels,  leaving  46*5  million  remaining  for  sale  under 
the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Japan,  Belgiu* 
and  the  Philippine  Republic. 


EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  March  27  totaled  7.6  million  bushels  compared  with  7.4  million  a  week  ago,  and 
12,9  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  j ear  ago.  For  the  season  to  date,  inspec¬ 
tions  amounted  to  213.2  million  bushels  compared  with  317.0  million  for  the  same 
period  last  season.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  2,3  million  bushels  as  against  1.6 
million  the  previous  week.  Overseas  exports  of  corn  from  October  1  to  March  27 
totaled  74-1  million  bushels  compared  with  40.2  million  in  the  same  period  last  sea¬ 
son,  A  little  over  0.7  million  bushels  of  grain  sorghums  were  inspected  for  export 
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the  past  week. 


IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  grain  from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  March  26 
were  relatively  small  amounting  to  9&>000  bushels  of  wheat,  263,000  of  oats,  21,000 
of  barley,  and  359,000  bushels  of  rye.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHEN  -  OFFERINGS  DECREASE 

Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  and  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  week  ended 
April  9,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported .  Although  wheat  receipts  increased 
slightly,  offerings  were  limited,  A  large  portion  of  the  receipts  went  into  stor¬ 
age  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  balance  was  for  fulfilling  previous  contracts,, 
General  moisture  in  the  wheat  belt  failed  to  bring  out  much  liquidation  of  wheat . 
Wheat  prices  recovered  a  portion  of  the  loss  of  recent  weeks  with  winter  wheat 
prices  1-3 £  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago  and  spring  wheat  prices  5-6$  per  bushel 
higher*  Rye  prices,  however,  continued  to  decline  and  were  about  2$  per  bushel 
lower 0  Corn  prices  advanced  3-4$  per  bushel 0  Barley  prices  were  about  unchanged 
at  Minneapolis  but  dropped  sharply  at  Kansas  City,  Oats  prices  advanced  1-2$  per 
bushel  influenced  by  the  continued  light  offerings 0  Grain  sorghum  prices  declined 
1-3$  per  100  pounds 0  Oilseed  markets  were  firm  with  price  changes  smalls  Flaxseed 
prices  were  unchanged  but  soybeans  advanced  1-2$  per  bushel 0 

PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  a  total  of  270.4  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  corn  under 
price  support  through  March  15,  1953 »  This  was  an  increase  of  42  million  bushels 
3ince  February  15,  1953  *  Through  the  full  month  of  March  last  year  the  quantity  of 
1951-crop  corn  put  under  support  was  less  than  24  million  bushels .  Of  the  total  put 
under  price  support,  251 « 5  million  were  under  loans,  and  18,9  million  were  under  the 
Purchase  Agreement  Program,  Of  the  total  put  under  loan,  243-, 8  million  bushels  re¬ 
mained  outstanding  as  of  March  15,  The  closing  date  for  making  applications  for 
price  support  on  1952-corn  in  most  areas  is  May  31,  1953 » 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES;  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  April  3  totaled  881,168  bushels  of  which  780,000  were  for  overseas  export. 
Sales  of  CCC  wheat  for  the  season  amounted  to  36,1  million  bushels  compared  with 
112c 5  million  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago :  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week 
amounted  to  1,723,907  bushels .  These  sales  included  about  1,250,000  bushels  of  corn 
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no  longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  for  overseas  export*  CCC  sales 
of  corn  (revised)  for  the  season  totaled  33 *1  million  bushels  and  represents  an  up-^ 
ward  revision  of  nearly  1*7  million  bushels*  Sales  of  other  grains  during  the  week 
included  3*074  bushels  of  barley  and  14>192  bushels  of  oats* 

RECEIPTS;  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  4®3  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  April  9  compared  with  4.7  million  a  week  ago,  and  3°7  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago*  Corn  receipts  at  4.2  million  bushels  were  2e0  million 
less  than  a  week  ago  but  0*7  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952*  Oats  re¬ 
ceipts  totaled  only  0„9  million  bushels  as  against  1,3  million  the  previous  week0 

IWA  SALES;  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  3o3  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  April  7°  This  brought  the  total  for 
the  season  to  210*4  million  bushels,  leaving  42.7  million  remaining  for  sale  under 
the  quota*  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  Germany, 
Belgium,  Venezuela,  and  the  Philippine  Republic, 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  April  3  totaled  6*9  million  bushels  compared  with  7*6  million  a  week  ago, 
and  12*3  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1*9 
million  bushels  as  against  2*3  million  the  previous  week.  Overseas  exports  of 
corn  from  October  1  to  April  3  totaled  75 °9  million  bushels  compared  with  42*0 
million  in  the  same  period  last  season.  Inspections  of  other  grains  during  the 
week  ended  April  3  totaled  as  follows:  Barley  133,000  bushels,  grain  sorghums 
749,000,  and  soybeans  904,000  bushels. 

WHEAT  EXPORTS  BY  CLASSES:  Exports  of  wheat  (grain  only)  July  through  March,  .

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  DEMAND  INACTIVE 

C£sh  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  April  16,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported «,  Moderate  to  locally  heavy  precipitation  in  the  northern  and 
central  portions  of  the  western  Great  Plains  and  Rocky  Mountain  Region  improved  small 
grain  conditions ,  Other  factors  which  contributed  to  weakness  in  the  wheat  markets 
were  an  inactive  export  and  domestic  demand,  an  increase  of  103  million  bushels  in 
the  winter  wheat . crop  prospects  indicated  by  the  April  1  crop  report  and  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  United  Kingdom  from  the  International  Wheat  Agreement .  Winter  wheat 
prices  declined  2—5$  per  bushel  at  most  midwestern  markets,  and  spring  wheat  around 
1$  at  Minneapolis,  Rye  prices  gained  about  1$  per  bushel.  Corn  prices  were  about 
unchanged  to  slightly  lower  with  offerings  ample  for  the  trade  needs.  Barley  prices 
were  mostly  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  but  declined  around  3$  per  bushel  at  Kansas 
City,  Oats  prices  advanced  1-3$  per  bushel  influenced  by  the  continued  light  re¬ 
ceipts.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City  with  offerings  about°equal 
to  the  demand,  but  declined  4$  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth.  Oilseed  markets  were 
mixed.  Soybean  prices  gained  2-5$  per  bushel  reflecting  an  active  crusher  and 
export  demand  but  flaxseed  prices  dropped  3$  per  bushel  despite  light  offerings. 

^  MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  procurement  auth¬ 
orizations  in  the  amount  of  $20,000,000  to  Greece  April  9,  and  $936,000  to  Formosa 
April  15,  both  for  the  purchase  of  wheat, 

WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  on  April  1  for  milling,  export  or  carry-over 
totaled  746  million  bushels.  This  is  275  million  bushels  more  than  on  April  1  a 
year  ago,  and  about  240  million  more  than  the  5-year  (1946-50)  average.  Total  sup¬ 
plies  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  170  million  more  than  last  season.  With 
world  production  at  record  levels,  exports  of  wheat  dropped  sharply,  and  during  the 
first  nine  months  were  105  million  bushels  less  than  last  year.  Exports  of  wheat 
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and  flour  during  March  were  estimated  at  3?  million  bushels  which  compare  with  29 
million  exported  in  February  and  53  million  in  March  1952.  Because  of  the  large 
wheat  supplies  and  the  smaller  export  demand,  preliminary  work  necessary  in  prepa¬ 
ration  for  acreage  allotments  and  marketing  quotas  for  the  1954  wheat  crop  is 
planned  to  start  immediately.  Final  decision  on  the  1954  wheat  acreage  allotments 
and  marketing  quotas  will  be  made  later  when  more  is  known  about  the  supply  and 
prospective  demand  situation.,  The  decision  and  proclamation  must  be  made  not  later 
than  July  1  for  marketing  quotas,  and  July  15  for  acreage  allotments.

WINTER  WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  The  1953  winter  wheat  crop  was  forecast  at  714  million  0 
bushels  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  based  on  conditions  at  the  first  of  April. 

This  is  103  million  more  than  the  December  1  forecast.  If  realized,  this  crop 
would  be  two-thirds  as  large  as  the  bumper  1952  crop  of  1,053  million  bushels,  and 
10  percent  smaller  than  average. 


INTERNATIONAL  WHEAT  AGREEMENT  SIGNED:  Representatives  of  18  countries  signed  the  new 
International  Wheat  Agreement,  If  ratified,  the  new  agreement  will  extend  for  three 
years  beginning  August  1,  1953 »  The  maximum  selling  price  is  $2,05,  and  the  minimum 
price  is  $1.55  per  bushel.  These  prices  are  substantially  increased  over  those  now 
in  effect  under  the  current  agreement,  which  are  a  maximum  of  $1.80,  and  minimum  of 
$1.20.  Nations  holding  votes  representing  50  percent  of  both  export  and  import  quotas 
must  ratify  the  new  agreement  to  put  it  into  effect .  The  Nations  have  until  July  15 
to  ratify  the  new  agreement. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  April  10  totaled  1,343,242  bushels  of  which  300,000  were  for  overseas  export, 
and  350,000  were  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  ( 
amounted  to  1,408,377  bushels.  These  sales  included  about  733,000  bushels  of  corn 
no  longer  suitable  for  storage,  264,000  for  export,  and  the  balance  domestic  sales 
of  good  corn.  Sales  of  other  grains  included  306,134  bushels  of  soybeans,  162,215  of 
barley,  2,332  of  oats,  and  350  bushels  of  rye. 

U.  S.  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  totaled  5*9  million 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  April  10  as  against  9*2  million  for  the  comparable  week  a 
year  ago.  Over  2.9  million  bushels  of  corn  were  inspected  for  overseas  export  dur¬ 
ing  the  week  compared  with  2,1  million  a  year  ago.  Corn  export,  October  through 
February,  plus  an  estimate  for  March,  totaled  77*3  million  bushels  this  season  as 
against  45 -3  million  the  same  months  last  season.  Barley  exports  continued  heavy, 
estimated  at  2,0  million  bushels  in  March.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to 
30,3  million  bushels  compared  with  22,3  million  the  same  period  last  season.  Ex¬ 
ports  of  soybeans  in  March  totaled  around  1,0  million  bushels ^  with  the  total  since 
October  1  amounting  to  20,3  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  11,5  million  exports 
in  the  comparable  period  last  season. 


SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Marketings  of  soybeans  in  March  increased  sharply  based  on  the 
quantity  inspected  at  all  markets.  Inspected  receipts  during  March  totaled  15 .4 
million  bushels  compared  with  9»0  million  in  February,  and  12.6  million  in  March  1952, 
Of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  March,  63  percent  graded  No,  2  or  better  compared  with 
76  percent  in  March  a  year  ago. 

W0EED  CORN  CROP:  World  corn  production  in  1952-53  was  estimated  at  5*600  million 
bushels  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  This  is  350  million  larger  than  the 
1951-52  total,  and  is  second  only  to  the  record  outturn  of  5*995  million  bushels  in 
1943-49.  The  Argentine  harvest,  now  beginning,  was  forecast  at  I.60  million  bushels, 
or  about  double  the  small  outturn  of  a  year  ago.  Exportable  supplies  for  the  new 
season  beginning  April  1  are  estimated  at  75  million  bushels.  Argentina  exports  of 
corn  last  season  totaled  about  23  million  bushels,  and  less  than  20  million  for  each 
of  the  two  preceding  seasons.  Exports  during  the  prewar  years,  1935~39*  averaged

will  carry  it  to  Galveston.  Therefore  cash  prices  at  Fort  Worth  may  usually  be  compared  with  the  effective 

support  price  at  Galveston.  A  terminal  support  price  is  not  established  for  Fort  Worth.

GRAIN  MARKET  NEWS  AND  STATISTICAL  REPORT 


^  Washington  25,  D.  C.  April  24,  1953 

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  OILSEED  PRICES  LOWER 

Cash  grain  markets  continued  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  April  23,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Sub-freezing  temperature  was  experienced  during  the 
week  in  much  of  the  winter  wheat  belt,  and  dry,  cold  weather  retarded  spring  wheat 
seeding.  Factors  contributing  to  the  weakness  in  the  markets  were  the  inactive 
export  demand,  more  favorable  Korean  developments,  and  the  large  impending  deliveries 
to  CCC  under  the  1952  support  programs.  Wheat  prices  were  about  unchanged  except  at 
Kansas  City  where  hard  winter  wheat  prices  advanced  about  4£  per  bushel  due  to  limited 
offerings o  Rye  prices  declined  around  10  per  bushel.  Corn  prices  advanced  1-3 $  per 
bushel  as  cold,  stormy  weather  increased  the  demand  for  the  moderate  offerings 8 
Barley  prices  for  the  better  malting  qualities  were  about  unchanged.  However,  prices 
for  the  intermediate  and  feed  type  barley  advanced  5-S<£  pen  bushel  reflecting  a  re¬ 
newed  demand  from  grinders  and  mixed  feed  manufacturers.  Oats  prices  declined  nearly 
2<£  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  but  were  about  unchanged  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City0 
Grain  sorghum  prices  declined  about  1$  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth,  but  advanced 
5^  at  Kansas  City  with  the  demand  active  and  offerings  limited.  Oilseed  markets 
weakened  influenced  principally  by  the  sharp  drop  in  cottonseed  meal  prices  which 
lessened  the  crusher  demand  for  soybeans  and  flaxseed.  Soybean  prices  declined  2-5$ 
jper  bushel  while  flaxseed  prices  dropped  3$  at  Minneapolis. 

MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATIONS?  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  procurement 
authorizations  to  Yugoslavia,  April  20  in  the  amount  of  $2,920,000  for  the  purchase 
of  corn,  and  $4*75®, 000  for  the  purchase  of  breadgrains. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  April  17  totaled  1,153,250  bushels.  These  sales  included  56,000  bushels  of 
wheat  no  longer  suitable  for  storage,  91,000  domestic  sales,  and  the  balance  was 
wheat  for  overseas  export.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1,445,962 
bushels  of  which  32,000  were  for  export  and  the  balance  was  corn  no  longer  suitable 
for  storage.  Sales  of  other  grains  included  17,232  bushels  of  oats,  340,403  of 
barley,  and  172,965  bushels  of  soybeans. 
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WORLD  GRAIN  PROSPECTS?  Prospects  for  the  world  winter  breadgrain  crops  are  less  favor¬ 
able  than  the  outlook  at  this  time  a  year  ago  according  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  (  f 
Service .  The  less  favorable  outlook  this  year  is  due  to  less  favorable  growing  condi¬ 
tions.  Lack  of  adequate  moisture  is  causing  concern  in  many  countries  while  floods 
have  caused  extensive  loss  in  the  Netherlands  and  the  United  Kingdom.  The  acreage 
seeded  was  less  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  at  seeding  time. 

WORLD  WHEAT  EXPORT  SUPPLIES?  Supplies  of  wheat  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argen¬ 
tina,  and  Australia  for  export  or  carry-over  on  April  1,  1953,  totaled  1,415  million 
bushels.  This  is  600  million  more  than  a  year  ago,  about  400  million  more  than  two 
years  ago,  but  about  300  million  less  than  the  record  April  1  supplies  in  1943. 
Supplies  are  larger  in  each  of  these  countries  than  last  year  due  mainly  to  the 
larger  production  in  1952. 

IWA  SALES?  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
1.7  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  April  21.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  213.5  million  bushels,  leaving  39.6  million  remaining  for  sale  under,  the 
quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Mexico,  India, 
Belgium,  and  Saudi  Arabia. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS?  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  April  1?  were  the  smallest  since  the  first  week  of  January  and  totaled  4.8 
million  bushels.  This  compares  with  5.9  million  the  previous  week,  and  9.1  million 
the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  2.2  million  bushels  as 
against  2.9  million  the  previous  week.  In  addition,  a  little  over  452,000  bushels 
of  barley  and  666,000  bushels  of  soybeans  were  inspected  for  export  during  the  week. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA?  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  April  16 
totaled  1.8  million  bushels,  the  largest  quantity  since  the  last  week  of  January.  ^ 
Shipments  of  barley  were  also  large  and  totaled  1.4  million  bushels  compared  with 
less  than  0.5  million  last  week. 

CANADIAN  GRAIN  STOCKS?  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions  in  Canada  on  March  31 
totaled  604 o 3  million  bushels  this  year  compared  with  460.8  a  year  ago,  and  380.9 
the  10-year  average.  Rye  stocks  totaled  22.8  million  this  year  as  against  13. 3 
million  a  year  earlier,  and  9 08  million  the  10-year  average.  Stocks  of  oats  at 
309.3  million  bushels  were  9  million  bushels  less  than  a  year  ago,  but  85  million 
more  than  the  10-year  average.  Stocks  of  barley,  on  the  other  hand  at  217.4 
million,  were  21  million  more  than  a  year  ago  and  double  the  average.  Flaxseed 
stocks  totaled  7o6  million  bushe-ls  on  March  31  compared  with  6.0  million  a  year 
earlier,  and  7.1  million  the  10-year  (1943“52)  average.  Exports  of  grain  from 
Canada,  August  through  March,  in  thousand  bushels  with  comparable  figures  for  the 
same  months  of  1951-52  in  parentheses  were  as  follows?  Wheat  223,117  (200,067); 
oats  40,212  (33,916);  barley  72,487  (38,266);  rye  3,908  (2,392)  and  flaxseed 
3,209  (1,520).

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  MOST  PRICES  DECLINE 


Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  April  30,  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  reported*  Generally  moderate  to  heavy  precipitation  improved  conditions  in  the 
winter  wheat  area  while  rain  and  snow  fell  over  most  of  the  spring  wheat  territory* 
Factors  contributing  to  weakness  in  the  wheat  markets  were  improved  moisture  condi¬ 
tions,  inactive  export  and  domestic  demand,  and  confirmation  of  large  April  1  stocks „ 
Winter  wheat  prices  declined  4-50  per  bushel  while  spring  wheat  dropped  30°  Durum 
wheat  prices  were  around  100  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago0  Rye  prices  declined  70  per 
bushel  following  a  drop  of  around  6$  per  bushel  at  Winnipeg*  A  strengthening  factor 
in  the  corn  and  oats  market  was  the  announcement  that  loans  on  farm-stored  corn  and 
oats  could  be  extended  for  one  ye ar.  However,  corn  prices  dropped  1-2 £  per  bushel 
while  oats  prices  were  about  unchanged  to  slightly  lower*  Barley  prices  were  about 
unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  but  advanced  20  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City*  Grain  sorghum 
prices  advanced  1 0  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth,  and  40  at  Kansas  City  with  demand 
active  and  offerings  limited.  Oilseed  markets  weakened  and  flaxseed  prices  declined 
about  20  per  bushel*  Reflecting  the  unfavorable  processors  margins,  soybean  prices 
declined  30  per  bushel. 


LOAN  RATE  EXTENDED:  A  "reseal n  program  to  enable  farmers  to  obtain  a  one-year 
extension  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on  1952-crop  corn  and  oats  was 
announced  April  24»  The  "reseal"  programs  apply  only  to  farm-stored  corn  and  oats, 
and  extend  the  loans  for  one  year,  through  July  31,  1954  on  1952-crop  corn,  and 
through  April  30,  1954  on  1952-crop  oats,  or  earlier  on  demand  by  CCC*  The  programs 
also  provide  for  the  conversion  of  purchase  agreements  into  loans  for  the  extended 
period*  Storage  payments  will  apply  only  to  the  extended  period  of  storage*  For  the 
full  "reseal "  period  the  storage  payment  on  corn  will  be  130  a  bushel,  and  on  oats  100 
a  buahglA  - - -  - - - 
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CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week  ^ 
ended  April  24  totaled  1,124,285  bushels.  These  sales  included  984,017  bushels  for  f 
overseas  export  and  the  balance  was  wheat  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  CCC  sales 
of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1,879,952  bushels  of  which  1,274,952  were  no 
longer  suitable  for  storage  and  the  balance  was  for  export.  Sales  of  oats  amounted 
to  12,922  bushels. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  506  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  April  30  compared  with  7.5  million  a  week  ago,  and  4.7  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  5.3  million  bushels  were  1.0  million 
more  than  a  week  ago,  and  1.1  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats 
receipts  totaled  1.3  million  bushels  as  against  1.2  million  the  previous  week. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flout  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
4 o 9  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  April  28.  This  brought  the  total  for  the 
season  to  218.4  million  bushels,  leaving  34.7  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  Germany,  Venezuela,  Repub¬ 
lic  of  the  Philippines,  and  Belgium.  It  was  announced  that  45  of  46  countries  had 
signed  the  proposed  new  International  Wheat  Agreement  as  of  the  close  of  April  27, 
the  final  day  for  affixing  of  signatures.  The  United  Kingdom  did  not  sign  the  Agree¬ 
ment.  If  governments  representing  at  least  50  percent  of  both  export  and  import 
quantities  record  their  approval  by  July  15,  the  new  Agreement  can  become  effective 
August  1. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  April  24  totaled  5.7  million  bushels  compared  with  4.8  million  a  week  ago,  and 
6.4  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  For  the  season  to  date,  inspections 
amounted  to  236.5  million  bushels  compared  with  354.0  million  for  the  same  period 
last  season.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1.2  million  bushels  as  against  1.8  million 
the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Overseas  exports  of  corn  from  October  1  to  April  24 
totaled  82.3  million  bushels  compared  with  47.2  million  in  the  same  period  last  sea¬ 
son.  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  export  amounted  to  194,000  bushels  for  the  week 
ended  April  24. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  U.  S.  consumption  totaled 
almost  2.0  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  April  23.  This  brought  the  total  since 
July  1  to  51.6  million  bushels  compared  with  34.9  million  the  same  period  last  year. 
Shipments  of  wdieat  (mostly  of  feeding  quality)  totaled  54,000  bushels,  barley  530,534, 
and  rye  830,400  bushels. 

FARM  PRICES:  Prices  received  by  farmers  for  most  grains  declined  slightly  from 
Marsh  15  to  April  15.  Wheat,  oats,  and  barley  prices  averaged  2 /  per  bushel  lower 
on  April  15,  while  rye  and  grain  sorghum  prices  declined  9/  per  bushel,  and  14/  per 
cwt.,  respectively.  Compared  with  a  year  ago  wheat  prices  averaged  10/  per  bushel 
lower ,  com  22/,  oats  11/,  rye  16/,  and  flaxseed  7/  per  bushel  lower.  Earley  prices 
in  April  averaged  1/  under  a  year  ago,  while  soybean  prices  were  9/  per  bushel  higher. 
Average  farm  prices  of  grains  on  April  15  as  a  percentage  of  effective  parity  were  as 
...ollows:  i/vheat  85;  com  82;  oats  86;  barley  96;  rye  88;  grain  sorghums  94;  flaxseed 
79;  and  soybeans  101  percent. 
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QUARTERLY  GRAIN-  MARKET  SUMMARIES 


WHEAT:  Over  840  mi 115  on  bushels  of  wheat  were  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 
this  year.  This  was  second  only  to  the  896  million  on  April  1,  1943,  and  the  second 
largest  of  19  years  ol’  comparable  record.  Off-farm  stocks  at  572  million  bushels 
were  252  million  more  than  a  year  ago.  A  large  portion  of  this  increase  is  wheat 
under  the  price  support  program.  Merchant  mill  holdings  totaled  102  million  bushels 
as  against  81  million  a  year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  wheat,  July  through  March 
this  season,  at  726  million  bushels  was  the  smallest  since  1942-43  and  157  million 
less  than  the  same  months  last  season,  due  mainly  to  the  smaller  exports.  Exncrts 
cf  wrheat  and  flour,  July-Maroh,  totaled  255  million  bushels  this  season  compared 
with  363  million  the  same  period  last  season.  Farm  prices  of  wheat  in  April  aver¬ 
aged  10/  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago,  reflecting  the  large  supplies  and  smaller  dis¬ 
appearance  .Soft  Ainter  wheat  prices  at  Chicago  averaged  28/  per  bushel  below  a  year 
ago  while  Hard  Amber  Durum  wheat  at  Minneapolis  averaged  28/  above.  Prices  of  Hard 
Vi'inter  wheat  at  Kansas  City  were  13/  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago  while  Spring  wheat 
prices  at  Minneapolis  during  April  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

RYE:  April  1  stocks  of  rye  were  the  second  smallest  of  record  and  totaled  6.9  mil¬ 
lion  bushels.  This  was  less  than  two-thirds  the  amount  of  rye  in  storage  a  year 
earlier.  The  small  stocks  reflect  the  smallest  crop  since  1870.  Disappearance, 

July  through  March,  totaled  15.4  million  bushels  which  was  the  smallest  of  record. 
Around  4.0  million  bushels  were  milled  into  flour  during  the  first  9  months,  which 
is  about  average.  Less  than  2.0  million  bushels  of  rye  were  used  for  distilling 
compared  with  3.5  million  last  year.  The  quantity  used  for  feed  totaled  5.1  million 
bushels  for  the  first  three  quarters  compared  with  4.3  million  the  same  period  last 
season.  Less  than  one-third  million  bushels  of  rye  were  exported,  while  imports 
during  the  first  9  months  totaled  2.5  million  bushels.  Rye  prices  during  the  first 
5  months  of  the  season  averaged  higher  than  the  year  before.  However,  prices  have 
declined  since  November  and  in  April  No.  2  rye  averaged  #1.61  ner  bushel  at  Minneap¬ 
olis  compared  with  -#1°94  a  year  earlier. 

CORN:  Stocks  of  corn  in  all  positions  on  April  1  at  1,808  million  bushels  were  300 
million  more  than  a  year  ago  but  smaller  than  on  April  1  of  1949,  1950,  and  1951. 

Farm  stocks  were  relatively  large  and  totaled  1,466  million  bushels  or  over  400  mil¬ 
lion  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Terminal  elevator  stocks  at  37  million  bushels  were 
nearly  25  million  less  than  on  April  1,  1952,  and  34  million  smaller  than  in  1951. 
Country  elevator  stocks  also  were  30  million  below  a  year  ago.  Due  to  smaller  live¬ 
stock  numbers,  total  disappearance  of  corn,  October  through  March,  at  1,680  million 
bushels  this  season  was  165  million  under  the  same  months  last  season.  The  quantity 
fed  during  the  6  months  was  190  million  below  1951-52,  The  use  of  corn  for  wet  mill¬ 
ing  totaled  65  million  bushels  the  first  half  of  the  season  while  less  than  8  million 
bushels  were  used  to  produce  alcohol.  Over  77  million  bushels  were  exported  in  the 
first  6  months  of  the  season.  This  was  the  largest  of  record  and  compares  with  45 
million  exported  in  the  same  months  last  season.  Corn  prices  at  principal  midwest 
markets  averaged  #1.53  per  bushel,  January-April  this  year  or  about  25/  per  bushel 
be lew  the  same  months  of  1952. 

OATS:  A  total  of  5C7  million  bushels  of  oats  were  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 
this  year.  This  was  a  little  below  average  for  A.pril  1  and  sharply  less  than  in  the 
past  2  years.  The  off-farm  portion  of  nearly  50  million  bushels  was  the  largest  since 
1946,  while  farm  stocks  of  457  million  were  relatively  small.  To  supplement  the  some¬ 
what  smaller  domestic  supplies,  imports  of  oats  have  been  at  a  record  high.  Nearly 
^50  million  bushels  of  oats  w/ere  imported  in  the  first  S  months  of  the  season.  Dis¬ 
appearance  of  cats,  mainly  for  feed,  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  season  was 
the  largest  since  1946-47  and  totaled  1,095  million  bushels.  Prices  of  oats  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  were  above  a  year  ago.  However,  with  heavy  imports  and  a 
general  lowering  of  grain  prices,  since  November  oats  prices  have  averaged  below  last 
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BARLEV:  Stocks  of  barley  on  April  1  at  98.4  million  bushels  were  the  smallest  in  11^- 
years  of  record,  reflecting  heavy  exports  and  the  small  1952  crop.  These  stocks  werl 

53. 6  million  bushels  below  last  year  and  65.1  million  below  2  years  ago.  Disappear- 
ance  of  barley  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  totaled  218.0  million  bushels.  This 
was  about  7  million  less  than  for  the  same  months  last  season  and  40  million  below 
the  10-year  average.  The  use  of  bailey  for  feed  was  the  second  smallest  of  record 
and  totaled  115  million  bushels.  Industrial  use  of  barley,  mainly  for  fermented  malt 
liquors,  totaled  66  million  bushels  as  against  71  million  last  season.  Exports  of 
barley  for  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  were  at  a  near  record  level  and  totaled 
over  3C  million  bushels.  Imports  were  heavy,  totaling  over  16  million  bushels  as 
against  9  million  during  the  first  9  months  last  season.  Prices  of  feeding  types  of 
barley  have  declined  since  January  at  the  midwest  markets  and  in  April  averaged 
10-12/  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago.  Good  malting  barley  is  relatively  scarce  and 
prices  are  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Barley  prices  in  San  Francisco  in  April 
were  7/  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago. 

GRAIN  SORGHUMS:  Stocks  of  grain  sorghums  on  April  1  are  available  for  only  the  off- 
farm  positions.  This  total  of  18.5  million  bushels  was  the  smallest  since  1948. 

Farm  stocks  on  January  1  were  the  smallest  of  record  for  that  date,  due  chiefly  to 
the  small  1952  crop.  With  short  supplies,  exports  have  been  small  amounting  to  only 
5.9  million  bushels,  October  through  March  this  season,  as  against  37.7  million  the 
same  months  of  1951-52.  Market  prices  of  sorghums  have  dropped  belowr  a  year  ago  and 
in  April  No.  2  Yellow  Milo  averaged  $2.68  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  compared  with  $2.84 
in  April  1952. 

SOYBEANS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  in  March  totaled  20.4  million  bushels  compared  with 

18.7  million  in  February  and  21.5  million  in  March  1952.  Crushings,  October  through* 
March,  totaled  126.6  million  bushels  this  season  as  against  135.9  million  the  same 
months  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans  continue  heavy  amounting  to  over  20  million 
busnels  the  iirst  half  of  the  season  compared  with  11.5  million  the  same  period  of 
1951-52.  Stocks  of  soybeans  in  all  positions  on  April,  1  totaled  nearly  146  million 
bushels  compared  with  130  million  a  year  earlier.  No.  2  Yellow  soybeans  at  Illinois 
country  points  averaged  $2.95  per  bushel  in  April  compared  with  $2.82  a  year  ago. 

The  margin  between  the  price  of  soybeans  and  the  returns  from  oil  and  meal  has  nar¬ 
rowed,  Increased  prices  for  oil  were  offset  by  lower  returns  from  meal  and  higher 
costs  of  soybeans.  The  margin  between  the  market  price  of  oil  and  meal  obtained 
from  a  bushel  of  soybeans  and  the  cost  of  the  soybeans  averaged  only  3/  per  bushel 

in  April  compared  with  24/  in  October  and  10/  in" April  1952.  These  margins  are 
based  or:  outturns  calculated  from  the  Bureau  of  Census  reports  and  on  the  following 
prices:  Average  price  of  crude  oil  at  central  western  crushing  plants,  bulk  price 
of  44  percent  protein  soybean  meal  at  Decatur,  and  market  prices  of  No.  2  soybeans 
at  Illinois  country  points. 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed,  July  through  March  this  season,  at  nearly  21  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  were  3.3  million  below  the  same  months  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  flaxseed 
on  A.pril  x  this  year  totaled  19.7  million  bushels,  about  one  million  less  than  on 
April  1,  1952.  Ilaxseed  prices  at  Minneapolis  averaged  $3.84  per  bushel  this  April 
compared  writh  $3.92  a  year  ago.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  urged  farmers  to 
reconsider  their  plans  for  the  production  of  flaxseed  this  year  in  view  of  the  large 
quantity  of  linseed  oil.  Holdings  of  linseed  oil  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corpora¬ 
tion  amount  to  485  million  pounds .  Farmers  indicated  their  intentions  to  plant  20 
percent  more  flaxseed  this  year  in  reports  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  suggested  that,  in  view  of  the  large  existing  supplies,  farmers  should  consider 
planting  10  to  15  percent  less  acreage  than  was  planted  last  year.

GRAIN  MARKET  NEWS  AND  STATISTICAL  REPORT

CASH  GRAIN  MARKET  UNSETTLED  -  NEW  CROP  WHEAT  MARKETED 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  with  prices  generally  moving  within  a  narrow  range 
during  the  week  ended  May  7,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Widespread  light 
to  heavy  precipitation  generally  improved  conditions  in  the  Northern  Great  Plain  and 
the  Pacific  States,  However,  moisture  in  some  parts  of  the  southwestern  area  was  in¬ 
sufficient  to  substantially  relieve  small  grains  from  the  deteriorating  effect  of  the 
drought »  Prices  of  Hard  Winter  wheat  advanced  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  reflecting 
limited  offerings  and  continued  relatively  poor  prospects.  However,  prices  of  Hard 
Winter  declined  at  Fort  Worth.  A  truck-lot  of  new  crop  wheat  was  received  at  Hamlin, 
Texas,  on  May  5»  Prices  of  Red  Winter  generally  declined  at  all  markets  reflecting 
plentiful  supplies  and  favorable  prospects  for  the  new  crop.  Due  to  firm  prices  for 
spring  wheat  at  Minneapolis,  some  Red  Winter  wheat  moved  to  Duluth  and  Minneapolis 
which  is  very  unusual.  Corn  prices  advanced  l-k$  per  bushel  reflecting  an  active  de¬ 
mand.  Oats  prices  advanced  2$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  but  declined  2-3<£  at  Chicago 
and  Kansas  City  with  offerings  liberal.  Barley  prices  declined  1-3 ^  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis,  but  remained  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  Grain  sorghum  prices  advanced 
3<£  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth,  but  dropped  Ut  at  Kansas  City  reflecting  increased 
offerings  and  only  a  moderate  demand.  Oilseed  markets  weakened  with  both  offerings 
and  the  demand  limited.  Soybean  and  flaxseed  prices  declined  around  3$  per  bushel.

MUTUAL  SECURITY  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  the  following 
procurement  authorizations  on  May  6;  $6,050,000  to  Yugoslavia  for  the  purchase  of 
breadgrains,  and  $1,900,000  to  Formosa  for  the  purchase  of  wheat. 

CCC  GRAIN  FOR  SALE:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  announced  the  following  quanti¬ 
ties  of  grain  are  available  for  sale  to  domestic  buyers  or  commercial  exporters  during 
May  1953 :  Wheat  -  25  million  bushels;  oats  -  U»U  million;  corn  -  50  million;  barley 
100,000,  and  flaxseed  146,000  bushels. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  May  1  totaled  712,819  bushels.  These  sales  included  499,000  bushels  for  over- 
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seas  export,  42,133  for  domestic  sales,  and  171,686  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for 
storage.  Sales  of  CCC  wheat  for  the  season  amounted  to  40.5  million  bushels  compared^ 
with  122.8  million  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week 
totaled  2,691,411  bushels  of  which  1,130,000  bushels  were  for  export,  24  domestic 
sales,  and  1,561,387  bushels  were  of  corn  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales  of 
corn  from  October  1  to  May  1  amounted  to  40.5  million  bushels,  about  7.0  million 
bushels  below  the  same  period  in  1951-52.  Sales  of  other  grains  included  201,600 
cwt.  of  grain  sorghums,  16,800  bushels  of  oats,  1,900  bushels  of  rye,  and  66  bushels 
of  barley. 

RECEIPTS;  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  5.7  million  bushels  for  the  week 
ended  May  7  compared  with  5.6  million  a  week  ago,  and  4.7  million  for  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  nearly  5.0  million  bushels  were  0.3  million  below 
a  week  ago,  but  0.4  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts  totaled 
1.3  million  both  this  week  and  last  as  against  nearly  2.0  million  a  year  ago. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
1.9  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  5.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  season 
to  220.3  million  bushels,  leaving  32.8  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  Germany,  Venezuela,  Cuba, 
and  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  May  1  totaled  6.3  million  bushels  compared  with  5.7  million  a  week  ago  and  5.5 
million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Based  on  this  preliminary  data,  exports 
of  wheat  during  April  totaled  around  25*5  million  bushels.  Assuming  flour  exports 
were  about  the  usual  rate,  this  brought  the  total  wheat  and  flour  for  the  month  to 
about  29  million  bushels.  On  this  basis,  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  July  1952  ^ 

through  April  1953  totaled  around  284  million  bushels  compared  with  402  million  the  ^ 
same  months  of  1951-52.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1.7  million  as  against  1.2  million 
the  previous  week.  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  export  during  the  week  totaled 
417,000  bushels. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  totaled  1.1  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  April  30.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to  52.7  million  bush¬ 
els  compared  with  36.9  million  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Shipments  of  wheat 
(mostly  feeding  quality)  totaled  124,000,  barley  522,000,  and  rye  569,000  bushels. 

WHEAT  .EXPORTS  BY  CLASSES:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export,  July 
through  April,  totaled  242.8  million  bushels.  Of  this  total,  142.2  million  were 
Hard  Red  Winter,  62.2  million  White,  28.9  million  Soft  Red  Winter,  7.3  million 
Hard  Red  Spring,  and  2.2  million  bushels  Durum  Wheat.  Exports  by  coastal  areas 
were  as  follows:  Atlantic  ports  42.7  million.  Gulf  ports  123.5  million,  and  Pac¬ 
ific  ports  76.6  million  bushels. 

A  PLAN  TO  IMPROVE  HARVESTING,  STORAGE,  TRANSPORTATION,  PROCESSING  OF  GRAIN:  A  plan 
to  improve  harvesting,  storage,  transportation  and  processing  of  grain  is  being 
developed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Department  of  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare,  and  representatives  of  grain  growers,  handlers  and  processors,  as  a 
result  of  a  series  of  meetings  in  Washington  of  government  officials  and  industry 
representatives  was  recently  announced.  The  two  Departments  agreed  to  set  aside 
certain  enforcement  aspects  of  the  grain  sanitation  program,  pending  further  study. 

A  15-man  committee  will  cooperate  in  developing  the  plan.  Names  of  the  members  will 
be  announced  at  a  later  date.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  LARGER  WINTER  WHEAT  CROP  FORECAST 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  May  14,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Abnormal  weather  conditions  over  large  areas  resulted  in  addi¬ 
tional  deterioration  of  the  winter  wheat  crop  and  abandonment  of  planted  acreage  in 
some  sections  *  Although  the  demand  from  both  the  domestic  and  export  trade  was  - 
limited,  wheat  prices  advanced  1-2 £  per  bushel  at  most  midwest  markets «,  Corn  prices 
advanced  1-3$  per  bushel  reflecting  an  active  demand  for  the  limited  offerings.  Oats 
prices  declined  around  2$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  but  advanced  1-2$  at  Kansas  City 
and  Chicago  despite  the  limited  demand.  Barley  prices  were  about  unchanged  at  Minne¬ 
apolis,  but  advanced  around  2$  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City,  Grain  sorghum  prices  were 
unchanged  to  1$  per  100  pounds  lower.  Oilseed  markets  were  unsettled  with  demand  slow 
for  flaxseed  at  Minneapolis  since  two  of  the  principal  crushing  plants  were  closed 
because  of  labor  trouble.  Despite  lower  oil  prices  soybeans  advanced  5$  per  bushel 
at  Chicago  and  Illinois  country  points  but  declined  3$  at  Minneapolis. 

WINTER  WHEAT  PRODUCTION?  The  1953  winter  wheat  crop  was  forecast  at  730  million 
bushels  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  based  on  conditions  at  the  first  of  May,  This 
vis  16  million  more  than  the  April  1  forecast.  If  realized,  the  crop  would  be  31  per¬ 
-cent  smaller  than  the  bumper  1,053  million  bushel  crop  of  1952,  and  8  percent  below 
average.  Drought  continued  in  the  area  extending  from  the  Texas  and  Oklahoma  pan¬ 
handles  and  New  Mexico  into  southeastern  Colorado  and*  southwestern  Kansas.  Also  much 
of  the  crop  in  western  Kansas  and  parts .of  Nebraska  is  still  in  precarious  condition, 
and  depends  on  continued  timely  rains.  Wheat  prospects  have  improved  or  continued 
good  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  in  the  North  Central  soft  wheat  area,  and  most  other 
sections. 

RYE  PRODUCTION:  Conditions  on  May. 1  indicated  a  1953  rye'  crop  of  only *15.1  million, 
the  smallest  in  the  88  years  of  record.  Yield  per  acre  prospects  were  well  below 
average,  and  the  acreage  for  grain  is  the  second  smallest  of  record. 
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CC.C  GRAIN  SALES :  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  weekAl 
ended  May  8  totaled  766,203  bushels.  These  sales  included  671,752  bushels  for  over¬ 
seas  export,  11,719  for  domestic  sales,  and  82,732  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for 
storage.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  945*573  bushels  all  of  which 
was  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales  of  other  grains  included  201,600  cwt.  of 
grain  sorghums,  229*330  bushels  of  barley,  2,700  bushels  of  oats,  and  1,800  bushels 
of  rye, 

PRICE  SUPPORT;  Farmers  put  a  total  of  306.1  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  corn  under 
price  support  through  April  15,  1953.  This  was  an  increase  of  about  36  million 
bushels  since  March  15.  Through  the  full  month  of  April  last  year  the  quantity  of 
195'l~crop  corn  put  under  support  was  25  million  bushels.  Of  the  total  put  under  price 
support,  274.7  million  were  under  loans,  and  31 .4  million  were  under  the  Purchase 
Agreement  program.  Of  the  total  put  under  loan,  271.8  million  bushels  remained  out¬ 
standing  as  of  April  15.  Price  support  on  1952-crop  corn  will  be  available  through 
May  31*  A  '* re-seal "  program  has  been  announced  in  which  loans  on  farm-stored  corn 
may  be  extended  for  another  year,  and  purchase  agreements  may  be  converted  into  farm 
loans  for  the  extended  period. 

RECEIPTS;  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  5-5  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  May  14  compared  with  5*7  million  a  week  ago,  and  5.5  million  for  the  com¬ 
parable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  4.9  million  bushels  were  only  a  little 
less  than  a  week  earlier,  but  0,7  million  above  a  year  ago.  Oats  receipts  totaled 
1*2  million  bushels  as  against  3.3  million  the  comparable  week  of  1952. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  1,5  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  12.  This  brought  the  total  for  ▼/*! 
the  season  to  221.8  million  bushels,  leaving  31*4  million  remaining  for  sale  under 
the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  India,  Austria, 
and  Cuba. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS;  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  May  8  totaled  5*1  million  bushels  compared  with  6.3  million  a  week  ago,  and 
9*3  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  1*8  million 
bushels  as  against  1.7  million  the  previous  week.  Overseas  exports  of  corn  from 
October  1  through  May  8  totaled  85.7  million  bushels  compared  with  49.9  million  in 
the  same  period  last  season.  Inspections  of  grain  sorghums  totaled  720,000  bushels 
during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to  7.0  million  as  against  49.3 
million  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Barley  inspections  for  export  totaled 
642,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  8,  1953. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  May  7 
totaled  1,9  million  bushels  compared  with  1.1  million  the  week  before  and  1.0 
million  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  This  brought  the  total  since  July  1  to  54.5 
million  compared  with  37.9  million  for  the  same  period  last  season.  Shipments  of 
barley  totaled  1,1  million  bushels  while  rye  shipments  to  the  United  States  totaled 
0.A  million  bushels.

CASH  GRAIN.  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  WHEAT  PRICES  SHARPLY  LOWES. 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  with  wheat  prices  sharply  lower  during  the  week  end¬ 
ed  May  21,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Moderate  to  locally  heavy  precipi¬ 
tation  in  the  central  and  southern  portions  of  the  western  Great  Plains  brought  relief 
from  the  drought  to  much  of  this  region.  Weakening  factors  in  the  wheat  market  were 
the  possible  improvement  in  the  winter  wheat  crop  prospects  along  with  the  anticipated 
storage  problems  and  the  more  favorable  conditions  in  the  spring  wheat  area.  As  in 
past  years  CCC  offered  to  exchange  high  protein  wheat  for  ordinary.  Wheat  prices 
declined  3°~7$  per  bushel  at  most  markets.  Rye  prices  were  about  unchanged  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  with  trading  inactive.  Corn  prices  were  unchanged  to  slightly  lower  at  most 
markets  with  demand  limited  and  commercial  users  buying  for  immediate  needs  only. 
However,  at  Kansas  City,  corn  advanced  1-2 £  per  bushel  with  offerings  limited  and  the 
demand  active.  Oats  prices  declined  1-2 per  bushel.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  at 
Minneapolis,  but  declined  sharply  at  Kansas  City.  Grain  sorghum  prices  advanced  2f 
per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  reflecting  light  offerings,  but  declined  1<£  at  Fort 
Worth  due  to  the  limited  demand.  Oilseed  markets  were  unsettled  with  crusher  demand 
irregular.  Soybean  prices  declined  2 $  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  and  8<£  at  Chicago. 
Flaxseed  prices,  however,  advanced  2$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited 
offerings . 

/CCC  GRAIN  SALES s  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  May  15  totaled  932,747  bushels.  These  sales  included  841,902  bushels  for  over¬ 
seas  export,  9,945  domestic  sales,  and  80,900  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for  storage. 
CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1,356,516  bushels  most  of  which  was  no 
longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales  of  other  grains  included  168,000  bushels  of  soy¬ 
beans,  17,547  bushels  of  barley  and  1,800  bushels  of  rye. 

WHEAT  SUPPLIES  s  Supplies  of  wheat  on  May  1  for  milling,  export  or  carry-over, 
totaled  690  million  bushels.  This  is  nearly  300  million  more  than  on  Ma.y  1  a  year 
ago,  and  255  million  more  than  the  5“y®&r  (1946-50)  average.  Total  domestic  sup¬ 
plies  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  170  million  more  than  last  season.  The 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 
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quantity  of  wheat  milled  for  flour  and  exported  as  grain  totaled  687  million  bushel^ 
the  first  ten  months  of  the  season,  a  drop  of  127  million  from  the  same  months  last^ 
season .  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  these  ten  months  totaled  281  million 
bushels  as  against  a  little  over  402. million  the  first  ten  months  of  1951-52, 

IWA  SALES?  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
3«1  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  19.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  season 
to  224*9  million  bushels,  leaving  28,3  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week’s  sales  were  Italy,  Cuba,  India,  and 
Germany, 

Uo  S,  EXPORTS?  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  were  the  lowest  for  any 
week  since  last  November  and  totaled  3.3  million  bushels^ for  the  week  ended  May  15, 
This  compares  with  5»1  million  a  week  ago,  and  6,6  million  the  comparable  week  a 
year  ago,  April  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  are  estimated  at  27,7  million  bushels 
compared  with  the  official  exports  of  35.3  million  reported  for  March  and  39,3 
million  exported  in  April  1952,  Over  3*2  million  bushels  of  corn  were  inspected  for 
export  during  the  week.  This  was  the  largest  weekly  quantity  since  January  and 
compares  with  1*8  million  a  week  ago.  Exports  of  corn  are  estimated  at  8*5  million 
bushels  during  April  compared  with  8,9  million  in  March  and  7.5  million  in  April 
1952.  Exports  of  corn,  October-April,  totaled  86,2  million  bushels  this  year  as 
against  52.8  million  last  year*  Nearly  one  million  bushels  of  soybeans  were  in¬ 
spected  for  export  during  the  past  week.  April  exports  totaled  1.7  million  bushels 
bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to  22.7  million  compared  with  13.0  million  the 
same  period  last  year. 

U.  S.  IMPORTS:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  May  14  totaled  ^ 
0,6  million  bushels  compared  with  1.9  million  the  week  before  and  2*8  million  the 
comparable  week  of  1952.  Imports  of  oats  during  April  are  estimated  at  6.0  million 
bushels,  based  on  reports  from  Canada,  This  compares  with  2*7  million  imported  dur¬ 
ing  March  and  3*4  million  during  April  1952.  Imports,  July-April,  totaled  56.0 
million  busheis  this  season  compared  with  41*5  million  last  season.  Barley  imports 
during  April  totaled  3*0  million  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  18.8 
million  bushels  compared  with  9*4  million  the  same  period  last  season. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS?  Marketings  of  soybeans  decreased  in  April  based  on  the 
quantity  inspected  at  all  markets.  Inspected  receipts  during  April  1953  totaled 
nearly  13,0  million  bushels  compared  with  15.4  million  in  March,  and  6.7  million 
m  April  1952.  Inspections,  October  through  April,  totaled  160*8  million  bushels 
this  season  compared  with  149*3  million  last  season. 

ARGENTINE  CORN  CROP?  The  1953  Argentine  corn  crop  was  estimated  at  145.7  million 
bushels.  Though  less  than  earlier  forecasts  of  production  and  only  about  half  the 
prewar  average,  this  would  be  the  largest  crop  since  1947-48.  The  current  estimate 
contrasts  with  the  small  outturn  of  80  million  bushels  a  year  ago  and  the  all-time 
- cw  production  of  33  million  in  1949-50.  After  providing  for  domestic  needs  and 

carry-over,  the  current  crop  is  expected  to  provide  40  to  50  million  bushels  for 
export . 

CANADIAN  PLANTING  INTENTIONS?  Canadian  farmers’  plans  for  the  1953  crop  season, 
based  on  their  intentions  at  April  30,  show  little  change  from  1952  for  wheat  and 
rye,  a  slightly  larger  acreage  for  barley  and  a  smaller  acreage  for  oats  and

News  and  Statistical  Report", 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  May  29  issue  of  this  weekly  report. 

The  purpose  of  the  report  is  twofold.  One  objective  is  to  compile  in  one 
report  a  brief  summary  of  the  most  important  government  announcements  rela¬ 
tive  to  grain.  The  second  objective  is  to  present  more  complete  and  current 
statistical  information  in  a  manner  that  permits  easy  comparison  of  related 
data  for  similar  periods  of  time. 

The  report  will  consist  of  a  brief  narrative  description  of  the  factors 
affecting  the  grain  market  during  the  week*  including  an  analysis  of  prices, 
significant  items  in  the  statistical  tables,  as  well  as  background  facts  not 
revealed  by  the  tables.  It  is  proposed  that  the  tables  on  pages  3  to  6  be 
issued  regularly  each  week.  Data,  available  on  a  monthly  basis  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  as  they  are  released.  Other  tables  on  price  support  rates  and  other 
data  will  be  included  as  it  becomes  available. 

It  is  proposed  to  send  this  report  to  you  for  the  following  two  weeks.  This 
will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  review  the  type  of  information  to  be  presented 
in  the  report.  Subsequently  an  inquiry  will  be  mad e  of  you  to  determine 
whether  you  desire  to  be  placed  on  the  regular  mailing  list  to  continue  to 
receive  the  report.

GRAIN  MARKET  NEWS  AND  STATISTICAL  REPORT

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  PRICES  LOWER. 

Cash  grain  markets  weakened  and  prices  of  most  grains  declined  sharply  during  the 
week  ended  May  28,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Harvesting  of  the  winter 
wheat  crop  is  well  under-way  in  northern  Texas  and  southwestern  Oklahoma.  Reports 
indicate  most  of  the  wheat  harvested  is  of  good  quality.  Winter  wheat  prices  de¬ 
clined  6-12$  per  bushel  while  spring  wheat  prices  dropped  1-3 $•  Weakening  factors  in 
the  wheat  markets  were  the  limited  demand,  large  old  crop  supplies,  the  improved 
spring  wheat  crop  prospects,  rapidly  maturing  winter  wheat  crop,  anticipated  storage 
problems,  and  optimism  over  the  possibility  of  a  truce  in  Korea*  Rye  prices  declined 
about  14$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  dropped  1-3$  per  bushel  at  most 
markets  while  oats  prices  declined  1-4$ »  Barley  prices  declined  rather  sharply 
especially  for  the  intermediate  and  lower  malting  grades.  Grain  sorghum  prices  de¬ 
clined  3$  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth,  and  7$  at  Kansas  City  with  the  demand  limited. 
Oilseed  markets  weakened  reflecting  the  limited  crusher  demand  due  to  lower  oil  and 
meal  prices.  Soybean  prices  declined  9$,  and  flaxseed  8$  per  bushel. 

1952-CROP  WHEAT  LOANS  EXTENDED:  A  "re-seal"  program  for  1952-crop  wheat  was  announced 
May  25  for  the  States  of  Minnesota,  Montana,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Colorado, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  Wyoming.  The  program  enables  farmers  in  these  States  to  obtain 
)  one-year  extension  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on  farm-stored  wheat,  and 
go  convert  purchase  agreements  into  loans  for  the  extended  period.  The  extended  loans 
mature  on  April  30,  1954  or  earlier  on  demand  by  CG€.e  Farmers  will  receive  a  storage 
payment  for  the  extended  period  on  wheat,  ultimately  delivered  to  CCC.  For  the  full 
"re-seal"  period  the  storage  payment  will  be  14$  in  Minnesota,  Montana,  North  Dakota, 
and  South  Dakota;  and  15$  in  Colorado,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  Wyoming®  No  storage 
payment  will  be  made  on  wheat  redeemed  by  the  producer. 

CCD  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  May  22  totaled  3,328,590  bushels.  These  sales  included  3,147,580  bushels  for 
overseas  export,  9,560  domestic  sales,  and  171,450  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for 
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storage.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  amounted  to  1*137*510  bushels  of  which 
91,705  were  for  export,  and  1,045*80 5  bushels  were  no  longer  suitable  for  storage0  j 
Sales  of  other  grains  included  122,57 2  bushels  of  barley,  168,000  bushels  of  soy¬ 
beans,  6,873  bushels  of  oats,  and  201,600  cwt.  of  grain  sorghums . 

RECEIPTS?  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets,  representing  heavy  movement  of  CCC 
grain*  totaled  8.2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  28  compared  with  6.2 
million  a  week  ago*  and  5.5  million  for  the  comparable  week,  a  year  agoG  Corn 
receipts  at  4C2  million  bushels  were  1.0  million  less  than  a  week  ago*  but  1.1 
million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts  totaled  1.1  million  bushels 
as  against  3.2  million  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago. 

IWA  SALES?  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
4.2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  26.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  sea¬ 
son  to  229.0  million  bushels,  leaving  24 d  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 
The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week3  s  sales  were  Germany,  Italy,  India*  and 
Venezuela. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS?  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  were  the  smallest 
for  any  week  since  195 0  and  totaled  2.2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  22. 

This  compares  with  3.3  million  a  week  ago,  an  average  of  5  million  during  April, 
over  7  million  during  March*  and  9.2  million  inspected  during  the  comparable  week 
of  1952.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  2.7  million  bushels  as  against  1.1  million  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Overseas  exports  of  corn  from  October  1  to  May  22 
totaled  91 »6  million  bushels  compared  with  52.4  million  in  the  same  period  last 
season.  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  export  amounted  to  398,468  bushels  for  the  week 
ended  May  22. 

i 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA?  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  U.  S«  consumption  totaled 
almost  3.0  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  21.  This  brought  the  total  since 
July  1  to  58.1  million  bushels  compared  with  43 <*5  million  for  the  same  period  last 
year.  Shipments  during  the  week  totaled  870,000  bushels  of  barley,  and  312,000 
bushels  of  rye. 

WORLD  WHEAT  EXPORT  SUPPLIES?  Supplies  of  wheat  in  the  United  States*  Canada* 
Argentina,  and  Australia  for  export  or  carry-over  on  May  1,  1953*  totaled  1,358 
million  bushels.  This  compares  with  747  million  available  a  year  ago*  and  927 
million  two  years  ago.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  beginning  of  the  season 
through  April  30  totaled  576  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with  66l  million 
last  season,  and  527  million  in  the  same  period  of  1950-51 °  Canadian  exports  in¬ 
creased  by  25  million,  Argentine  exports  had  more  than  doubled  and  exports  from 
Australia  increased  by  7  million  bushels.  Exports  from  the  United  States,  July- 
April,  at  281  million  bushels  were  121  million  below  the  same  months  of  1951-52. 

SOYBEANS?  Crushings  of  soybeans  in  April  totaled  19 »2  million  bushels  compared  with 
20.4  million  in  March,  and  20.1  million  in  April  1952.  Crushings  of  soybeans*  Octo¬ 
ber  through  April,  totaled  145 ®7  million  bushels  this  season  as  against  156.0  million 
the  same  months  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans  continued  heavy  amounting  to  over 
22.7  million  bushels  the  first  seven  months  of  the  season,  an  increase  of  almost  10 
million  bushels  over  the  same  period  last  season.  Supplies  remaining  on  May  1  for 
crushing,  export  or  carry-over,  totaled  103 «9  million  bushels  as  against  95*0  million 
a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants  totaled  44.7  million  bushels  on 
May  1  this  year  compared  with  32.3  million  on  May  1,  1952. 

FLAXSEED?  Crushings  of  flaxseed,  July  through  April,  totaled  22.7  million  bushels  1 
this  year  compared  with  26.2  million  last  season.  Exports  of  flaxseed  have  been 
small  this  season  while  3.6  million  bushels  were  exported  during  the  first  10  months 
last  season.  Supplies  of  flaxseed  on  May  1  for  crushing,  export  or  carry-over*  tot¬ 
aled  16 .9  million  bushels  this  year  compared  with  14.9  million  last  year.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  MOST  PRICES  DECLINE, 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  June  4,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported .  While  spring  wheat  prices  advanced  around  2$  per  bushel  reflect¬ 
ing  the  limited  offerings,  winter  wheat  prices  declined  1-4$  per  bushel.  Rye  prices 
advanced  about  2$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  dropped  1-2$  per  bushel  with 
buyers  limiting  purchases  to  nearby  needs.  Oats  prices  were  about  unchanged  at  Minnea¬ 
polis  and  Kansas  City,  but  2$  per  bushel  higher  at  Chicago.  Barley  prices  declined 
5-10$  per  bushel  reflecting  the  limited  demand  for  the  moderate  offerings.  Grain 
sorghum  prices  declined  4$  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City,  but  advanced  2$  at  Fort 
Worth.  Oilseed  markets  were  unsettled  with  crusher  demand  limited.  However,  offer¬ 
ings  of  soybeans  were  light  and  prices  advanced  around  2$  per  bushel.  Flaxseed 
prices  declined  1$  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  more  than  ample  for  the 
demand . 

Wheat  prices  have  declined  in  the  past  few  weeks  and  at  the  first  part  of  June 
averaged  well  below  a  year  ago.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  new  record  supplies  of 
wheat  not  only  in  the  United  States  but  in  most  of  the  importing  and  exporting  coun¬ 
tries,  improved  prospects  for  the  1953  crop,  and  the  smaller  export  demand 0  With 
relatively  large  supplies,  and  a  very  good  crop  in  prospect,  soft  winter  wheat  prices 
ave  declined  relatively  more  than  other  classes.  During  the  first  part  of  June  No.  2 
—oft  Red  Winter  wheat  at  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  averaged  around  35$  per  bushel  below  a 
year  ago  while  Hard  Winter  wheat  prices  at  Kansas  City  and  Fort  Worth  averaged  25$ 
and  15$  per  bushel,  respectively,  below  June  1952.  On  the  other  hand.  Spring  Wheat 
prices  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  and  Durum  wheat  averaged  around  30$ 
per  bushel  higher.  Soft  White  wheat  at  '.Portland  the  first  three  days  of  June  sold 
about  25$  per  bushel  below  1952. 

G,CC  GRAIN  FOR  SALE:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  announced  the  following 
quantities  of  grain  are  available  for  sale  to  domestic  buyers  or  commercial  export¬ 
ers  during  June  1953:  Wheat  -  25  million  bushels;  corn  -  50  million;  oats  - 
7,389,000;  barley  -  188,000,  and  flaxseed  -  1,479,000  bushels. 
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RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  9®9  million  bushels  for  the  weekp 
ended  June  4  compared  with  8.2  million  a  week  ago*  and  8.8  million  for  the  comparabl®1 
week  a  year  ago*  Corn  receipts  at  5®5  million  bushels  were  1.3  million  more  than  a 
week  ago*  and  0.9  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952 .  Oats  receipts  totaled 
1.4  million  as  against  nearly  2*0  million  a  year  ago0 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
only  273*000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  2.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  sea¬ 
son  to  229.3  million  bushels*  leaving  23*8  million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

EXPORT  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  during  the  week 
ended  May  29  totaled  3.4  million  bushels  compared  with  2,2  million  the  week  before* 
and  7.4  million  the  comparable  week  of  1952,  For  the  season  to  date,  inspections 
amounted  to  256.7  million  bushels  compared  with  392,2  million  for  the  same  period 
last  season o  Corn  exports  amounted  to  3®2  million  bushels*  bringing  the  total  since 
October  1  to  94,9  million  as  against  53.8  million  a  year  earlier.  Inspections  of 
soybeans  for  export  totaled  511 ,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  29. 

WHEAT  EXPORT  BY  CLASSES:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  totaled  13 *9  million 
bushels  during  the  four  weeks  ending  May  29  compared  with  22.7  million  the  previous 
four  weeks.  Of  the  total  inspections  during  May,  2,1  million  were  Spring  wheat,  0,3 
million  Durum,  4.8  million  Hard  Red  Winter,  4.0  million  Soft  Red  Winter*  and  2,7 
million  bushels  were  White.  The  greatest  drop  was  in  exports  of  White  wheat  while 
exports  of  Spring  wheat  increased.  Of  the  total  exports,  July  through  May,  9.4 
million  were  Hard  Red  Spring,  2,5  million  Durum,  147.0  million  Hard  Red  Winter, 

32.9  million  Soft  Red  Winter,  and  64.9  million  bushels  White  wheat.  Exports  by 
coastal  areas  were  as  follows;  Atlantic  ports  48.9  million,  Gulf  ports  127.6,  and  ^ / 
Pacific  ports  80.2  million  bushels. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  U.  S,  consumption  totaled 
1.2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  May  28.  Shipments  of  wheat  for  domestic 
use  totaled  134*000  bushels,  and  for  storage  in  bond  512,000  bushels.  A  total  of 
472,000  bushels  of  barley  were  shipped  in  from  Canada  while  imports  of  rye  totaled 
only  31,000  bushels. 

FARM  PRICES:  Prices  received  by  farmers  for  all  grains  except  corn  declined  from 
April  15  to  May  15®  Wheat  and  oats  prices  declined  about  2$,  barley  6$,  rye  9$, 
soybeans  3$,  and  flaxseed  12$  per  bushel.  Corn  prices  advanced  3$  per  bushel. 

Compared  with  a  year  ago  wheat  prices  averaged  7$  per  bushel  lower,  corn  21$, 
oats  7$,  barley  4$,  rye  25$,  and  flaxseed  17$  per  bushel  lower.  Average  farm  pri¬ 
ces  of  grains  on  May  15  as  a  percentage  of  effective  parity  were  as  follows; 

Wheat  85;  corn  84;  oats  85;  rye  83;  barley  91;  grain  sorghums  93;  soybeans  100, 
and  flaxseed  76  percent.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  with  prices  mixed  during  the  weekended  June  lls 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Conditions  on -June  1  indicate  a  wheat  crop 
of  1,1  billion  bushels,  which  is  A  percent  above  average e  Spring  wheat  prices  de¬ 
clined  1-2$  per  bushel  reflecting  the  limited  demand 0  However,  with  a  more  active 
demand,  winter  wheat  prices  advanced  1-2 £  per  bushel.  The  1953  rye  crop  is  now 
forecast  at  17*1  million  bushels  compared  with  15 *9  million  for  the  1952  crop0 
Despite  the  increased  crop  prospects  rye  prices  advanced  around  1$  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis  reflecting t he  light  offerings  and  a  fairly  active  demand.  Although 
planting  of  the  1953  corn  crop  was  delayed,  the  new  crop  is  now  progressing  rapidly 
and  prospects  are  mostly  good.  Prices  declined  1-3 £  per  bushel.  Oats  prices  ad¬ 
vanced  2 $  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  and  Chicago,  but  declined  2$  at  Kansas  City. 
Barley  prices  were  about  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  but  advanced  3$  at  Kansas  City. 
Grain  sorghum  markets  strengthened  with  a  good  demand  for  the  limited  offerings 
and  prices  advanced  5-7$  per  100  pounds.  The  oilseed  markets  were  unsettled  due 
to  the  inactive  crusher  demand  and  an  intermittent  export  inquiry  for  soybeans. 
Soybean  prices  advanced  around  1#  per  bushel  while  flaxseed  prices  declined  about 
4$  at  Minneapolis. 

^  MSA  AUTHORIZATIONS;  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  a  procurement  authorization 
in  the  amount  of  $1,700,000  to  Norway  on  June  S  for  the  purchase  of c orn. 

CCG  GRAIN  SALES;  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the 
week  ended  June  5  totaled  1,111,171  bushels.  These  sales  included  931*121  bushels 
for  overseas  export  and  179*050  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales  of 
CCC  wheat  Sor  the  season  amounted  to  47*4  million  bushels  compared  with  129*8 
million  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during t he  week  totaled 
1,696,130  bushels  of  which  363*552  bushels  were  for  export,  1,955  domestic  sales, 
and  1,330,623  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for  storage.  Sales  of  corn  October  1  to 
June  5  amounted  to  47 0 3  million  bushels,  about  11.8  million  bushels  below  the  same

WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  The  1952  wheat  crop  is  now  estimated  at  1,132  million  bushels, 
according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics *  This  is  4  percent  above t he  10- 
year  average,  but  12  percent  smaller  than  the  bumper  1952  crop©  -After  a  rather  poor 
early  prospect,  the  outlook  for  wheat  has  continued t o  improve  in  recent  months 
throughout  most  of  t he  country*  The  principal  exception  to  t his  has  been  in  the 
winter  wheat  producing  a  reas  of  the  southern  Great  Plains *  Rains  during  the  past 
month  have  brought  a  pronounced  improvement  mil  spring  wheat  prospects *  Present 
conditions  point  to  a  record  production  of  spring  wheat  of  363  million  bushels . 

This  compares  with  239  million  produced  in  1952  and  291  million  the.  10-year  aver- 
age0  The  Durum  crop  is  forecast  at  30*7  million  bushels  compared  with  the  1952 
harvest  of  21 0 4  million  bushels.  Generally  improved  growing  conditions  during 
May  resulted  in  an  increase  of  40  million  bushels  for  the  prospective  winter  wheat 
crop*  The  1953  winter  wheat  crop  of  770  million  bushels  is  27  percent  smaller  than 
the  1,053  million  produced  in  1952  and  slightly  below  the  average  of  797  million 
bushels „ 

PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  a  total  of  344*6  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  corn  under

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  PRICES  FLUCTUATE  OVER  WIDE  RANGE 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  June  18,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Prices  of  most  grains  varied  over  a  wide  range  during  the 
week.  The  first  part  of  the  week  wheat  prices  declined  sharply  and  at  some  markets 
were  the  lowest  since  195>0.  Weakening  factors  were  the  inactive  domestic  and  ex¬ 
port  demand  and  the  lack  of  storage  facilities  for  handling  the  increased  offerings 
of  the  new  winter  wheat  crop.  Toward  the  close  of  the  week,  however,  prices 
generally  strengthened  and  regained  most  of  the  early-in- the -week  decline. 
Strengthening  factors,  according  to  trade  reports,  were  the  statement  to  the  effect 
that  loans  may  be  made  available  to  producers  on  wheat  stored  on  the  ground  and 
the  increased  demand  for  wheat  at  the  lower  price  levels.  Wheat  prices  were  about 
unchanged  to  slightly  below  a  week  ago  at  most  markets  except  Kansas  City  where 
winter  wheat  with  ordinary  protein  was  about  60  per  bushel  lower.  Rye  prices 
failed  to  regain  all  the  early  loss  and  closed  about  10  per  bushel  below  a  week 
ago.  Corn  prices  declined  lj.-80  per  bushel  with  offerings  in  excess  of  the  demand. 
Oats  and  barley  prices  declined  1-20  per  bushel.  Grain  sorghum  prices  dropped  20 
per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  2^0  at  Fort  Worth  reflecting  offerings  of  the 
new  crop  in  south  Texas.  Soybean  markets  were  weak  and  unsettled  reflecting  the 
inactive  demand  and  prices  declined  70  per  bushel.  Flaxseed  prices  advanced  10 
per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  reflecting  the  limited  offerings. 

MSA  AUTHORIZATIONS :  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  procurement  authorizations 
in  the  amount  of  $6, 300, 000  to  Yugoslavia  on  June  If?  for  the  purchase  of  bread 
grains  and  $l±, £00,000  to  France  on  June  17  for  the  purchase  of  corn. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the 
week  ended  June  12  totaled  967,816  bushels.  These  sales  included  739,816  bushels 
for  overseas  export,  26,000  domestic  sales,  and  202,000  bushels  no  longer  suitable 
for  storage.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  totaled  2,l6£,6££  bushels,  of 
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which  1+07,000  bushels  were  for  export,  281, 150  domestic  sales,  and  1,2+77,505  bushels 
no  longer  suitable  for  storage*  Sales  of  other  grains  during  the  week  included  \ 

grain  sorghums  201,600  cwt.,  oats  35,000  bushels,  barley  2+,000  bushels,  rye  3,1±00 
bushels,  and  flaxseed  28,000  bushels. 

WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  on  May  1  for  milling,  export,  or  carry-over 
totaled  637.5  million  bushels.  This  is  nearly  312  million  more  than  on  June  1,  1952 
and  281+  million  more  than  the  5-year  (191+6-50)  June  1  average.  Total  domestic 
supplies  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  170  million  more  than  last  season.  Im¬ 
ports  of  wheat,  July  through  May,  totaled  20.3  million  bushels  this  season  compared 
with  28.1  million  the  same  months  of  1951-52.  Domestic  use,  including  milling  for 
flour  for  11  months,  totaled  668  million  bushels  this  season  as  against  678  million 
last  season.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  July  through  May,  totaled  298.5  million 
this  season  compared  with  1+32.5  million  the  same  period  of  1951-52. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  17.6  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  June  18  compared  with  11.3  million  a  week  ago  and  19.8  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  nearly  5.9  million  bushels  were  0.2 
million  above  a  week  ago  and  1.1  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats 
receipts  totaled  1.7  million  bushels  as  against  1.1+  million  a  week  ago. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
1.8  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  16  compared  with  only  83,000  the  previous 
week.  This  brought  the  total  for  the  season  to  231«2  million  bushels,  leaving  21.9 
million  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota. 

U.  S.  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  totaled  J+.8  million 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  12,  the  largest  in  5  weeks.  May  exports  of  wheat 
and  flour  are  est j+nated  at  17*5  million  bushels  compared  with  the  official  exports 
of  27.8  million  reported  for  April  and  2+1.0  million  for  May  1952.  Over  2.5  million 
bushels  of  corn  were  inspected  for  export  during  the  past  week.  Exports  of  corn 
are  estimated  at  11.0  million  bushels  for  May  compared  with  8.7  million  in  April 
and  6.8  million  in  May  1952.  Exports  of  corn,  October-May,  totaled  97® 2+  million 
bushels  this  season  compared  with  59 *6  million  last  season.  April  exports  of  soy¬ 
beans  are  estimated  at  2.1  million  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to 
22+o 9  million  bushels  compared  with  13.6  million  the  same  months  last  year. 

U.  S.  IMPORTS:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  during  the  week  ended  June  11  totaled 
92+0,000  bushels  compared  with  1.1+  million  the  week  before  and  2.3  million  the  com¬ 
parable  week  of  1952.  Imports  of  oats  during  May  are  estimated  at  7.0  million 
bushels,  based  on  reports  from  Canada.  This  compares  with  6.7  million  imported 
during  April  and  9.7  million  bushels  during  May  1952.  Imports,  July-May,  totaled 
63.7  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with  51.3  million  last  season.  Barley 
imports  during  May  totaled  2.7  million  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to 
21.9  million  compared  with  10.6  million  the  same  period  last  season. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Marketings  of  soybeans  decreased  in  May  based  on  quantity 
inspected  at  all  markets.  Inspected  receipts  during  May  totaled  8,8  million 
bushels  compared  with  nearly  13. 0  million  in  April  and  12+.5  million  in  May  1952. 
Inspections,  October  through  May,  totaled  169.6  million  bushels  this  season  com¬ 
pared  with  163.8  million  last  season.

Therefore  cash  prices  at  Fort  Worth  may  usually  be  compared  with  the  effective 
support  price  at  Galveston.  A  terminal  support  price  is  not  established  for  Fort  Worth.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  WHEAT  PRICES  DECLINE  SHARPLY 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  June  25,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported „  Wheat  prices  declined  early  in  the  week,  then  strengthened 
slightly,  but  dropped  sharply  at  the  close  of  the  period *  At  Kansas  City  ordinary 
protein  wheat  prices  declined  3$  per  bushel  while  high  protein  types  dropped  17  to 
Winter  wheat  prices  declined  5$  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  spring  wheat  dropped  around 
St  at  Minneapolis 0  Hard  Amber  Durum  prices  declined  about  13 t  per  bushel  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  e  Rye  prices  were  2 t  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago0  Corn  prices  advanced  3-7 t 
per  bushel  while  oats  prices  were  about  unchanged  to  It  per  bushel  higherQ  Barley 
prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  but  declined  2-3 £  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis 
reflecting  an  inactive  demand 0  Grain  sorghum  prices  were  unchanged  from  a  week  agoa 
Oilseed  markets  strengthened,  influenced  by  the  limited  offerings 0  Soybean  prices 
advanced  around  3t  per  bushel  while  flaxseed  prices  were  2 t  above  a  week  ago  at 
Minneapolis  . 

MSA  AUTHORIZATIONS;  The  Mutual  Security  Agency  issued  procurement  authorizations  on 
June  IS  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  to  the  Netherlands  for  the  purchase  of  corn  and 
$1,700,000  to  Norway  for  the  purchase  of  coarse  grains  (corn  and/or  grain  sorghums) 0 

CGG  GRAIN  SALES;  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the  week 
ended  June  19  totaled  2,309,292  bushels0  These  sales  included  2,325,254  bushels 
for  export  and  484,033  bushels  no  longer  suitable  for  storage »  CCC  sales  of  corn 
during  the  week  totaled  3,680,000  bushels  of  which  800,000  were  for  export  and 
2,880,000  were  no  longer  suitable  for  storage »  Sales  of  other  grains  during  the 
week  included  oats  37,618  bushels,  barley  6,000,  flaxseed  8,000,  soybeans  1,600 
bushels,  and  grain  sorghums  7,056  cwte 

1953  PIG  CROP;  A  decrease  in  the  1953  domestic  feed  grain  requirements  is  indica¬ 
ted  by  a  decrease  in  this  year’s  pig  crop0  The  1953  spring  pig  crop  is  now  esti- 
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mated  10  percent  smaller  than  the  spring  crop  last  year  and  12  percent  below  the 
10-year  average.  The  indicated  fall  pig  crop,  if  realized,  will  be  the  smallest 
since  1947  and  5  percent  smaller  than  the  1952  fall  crop.  The  1953  pig  crop  at 

84.2  million  head  would  be  8  percent  smaller  than  last  year  and  the  smallest  crop 

since  1943. 

RECEIPTS s  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  22.7  million  bushels  for  the 
week  ended  June  25  compared  with  17.6  million  a  week  ago  and  28.6  million  for  the 
comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Corn  receipts  at  5 °2  million  bushels  were  0o7  million 
below  a  week  ago,  but  0.6  million  above  the  comparable  week  of  1952.  Oats  receipts 
totaled  1.9  million  bushels  as  against  1.7  million  a  week  ago. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  3.4  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  23.  This  brought  the  total  for 
the  season  to  234.6  million  bushels,  leaving  18.5  million  remaining  for  sale  under 
the  quota.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week5s  sales  were  India  and 
Germany. 

U.  S.  EXPORTS :  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  totaled  4.3  million 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  19  compared  with  4.8  million  the  week  before  and 
4o6  million  the  comparable  week  of  1952o  For  the  season  to  date,  inspections 
amounted  to  268.5  million  bushels  compared  with  411.5  million  for  the  same  period 
last  season.  Corn  exports  amounted  to  2.9  million  bushels,  bringing  the  total 
since  October  1  to  101.7  million  as  against  56.2  million  a  year  earlier.  Inspec¬ 
tions  of  other  grains  during  the  week  were  as  follows!  Grain  sorghums  360,000, 
barley  207,000,  and  soybeans  123,000  bushels. 

IMPORTS  FROM  CANADA:  Shipments  of  oats  from  Canada  for  U.  S.  consumption  totaled 

1.2  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  18.  Shipments  since  July  1  totaled 
62.9  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with  51.3  million  the  same  months  last 
season.  Shipments  of  wheat  for  domestic  use  totaled  235,000  bushels  while  imports 
of  barley  totaled  445,000  bushels. 

WORLD  WHEAT  EXPORT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  in  the  United  States,  Canada, 
Argentina,  and  Australia  for  export  or  carry-over  on  June  1,  1953  totaled  1,250 
million  bushels.  This  compares  with  664  million  available  a  year  ago  and  830 
million  two  years  ago.  Although  this  is  well  above  any  one  of  the  last  9  years, 
it  is  below  the  1,692  million  bushels  available  on  June  1,  1943.  Supplies  of 
wheat  for  export  or  carry-over  in  the  United  States  on  June  1  were  33  million 
below  those  on  June  1,  1943.  Canadian  supplies  were  around  200  million  smaller 
and  Argentina  and  Australia  each  100  million  bushels  less  than  in  1943.  However, 
the  1953  U.  S.  wheat  crop  is  currently  estimated  at  1,132  million  bushels  compared 
with  an  outturn  of  844  million  bushels  in  1943.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from 
the  beginning  of  the  season  through  May  31  totaled  about  675  million  bushels 
compared  with  742  million  last  season,  620  million  in  the  same  period  of  1950-51, 
and  243  million  in  the  same  period  of  the  1942-43  season.
